LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 23.—Presi- 
dent Hoover tonight stated the pol- 
icies of his administration in respect 
to the great national waterways of 
| the country. This was his first 
speech on the subject since his inau- 
guration and it was made as a part 
of the celebration here of the comple- 
tion of the Ohio River waterway. 

He discussed the Mississippi water- 
way system, the St. Lawrence River 
and the question of ‘‘private enter- 
prise in substitution for government 
operation”’ of barges and other craft. 
He suggested a nine-foot depth in 
|the Mississippi trunk system, and 
said that the United States should 
undertake to do its part in the re- 
moval of obstacles in the St. Law- 
rence to ocean-going vessels inward 
to the Great Lakes. 

The President outlined a five-year 
plan under which, including $10,000,- 
000 annually for St. Lawrence work, 
the government would add $20,000,- 
000 a year to the $85,000,000 now ex- 
pended each year on inland water- 
way development, This would bring 
the total cost of the projects he out- 
lined to $525,000,000. 


“Swords to Plowshares.” 

This annual increase was equal to 
the cost of one-half of one battle- 
ship. 

“If we are so fortunate as to save 
this annual outlay on naval construc- 
tion as the result of the forthcoming 
naval conference in London, nothing 
could be a finer or more vivid con- 
version of swords to plowshares,”’ 
the President said. 

The President had expected to 
make his address from the deck of 
the Greenbrier, the government 
lighthouse tender, by which he had 
traveled from Cincinnati to Louis- 
ville, but because of the cold anu 
bad weather the meeting was shifted 
to the war memorial auditorium. 

On his arrival here the President 
was greeted by Governor Flem D. 
Sampson. There was a short pa- 
rade, followed by a dinner at the 
Brown Hotel, where Mr. Hoover 
was the guest of honor, and Nicholas 
Longworth, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, made the chiet 
speech. Following the dinner the 
President drove to the auditoriurn, 
and after making his address went 
to the station and boarded his train 
for the return to Washington. 


The Fresident’s Speech. 


Presenting his program for the de- 
velopment of the nation’s waterways 
under ten headings, Mr. Hoover said 
that ‘‘as a general and broad poli- 
cy’ he favored modernizing every 
part of a waterway which would 
show economic justification in aid 
of agriculture and industries. 

Saying he had seen a statement 
jthat the proposed St. Lawrence im-

College Sports Tainted by Bounties, 
Carnegie Fund Finds in Wide Study 





Sarvey of 130 Schools Shows One in Seven Athletes Sabsidized— 
N. Y. U., Fordham, Colambia, Harvard and Princeton Are 
Accased—‘Slash Fands’ and ‘Recruiting’ Indicted. 





One athlete out of every seven en- 
gaged in intercollegiate competition 
is ‘‘subsidized’’ to a point bordering 
upon professionalism, says a report 
on ‘‘American College Athletics,”’’ 
made public yesterday by the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of /Teaching after a survey 
which has consumed more than three 
and a half years and entailed visits 
to 130 colleges and secondary schools. 

The granting of bounties to ath- 
letes for no other consideration than 
athletic ability whether it be in the 
form of ‘‘athletic scholarships,”’ 
“‘slush funds,’’ supplied by loyal 
alumni and local tradesmen, or in 
the shape of sinecure campus jobs, 
constitutes ‘‘the darkest blot upon 
American college sport,’’ the report 
asserts. Those engaged in ‘‘the na- 
tion-wide commerce,’’ of recruiting 


and subsidizing—alumni, athletic di- 
rectors and in some cases college 
administrative officers — are ‘‘the 
Fagins of American sport and higher 
education,’’ according to the report. 

At the very root of the manifold 
defects of American college athletics, 
in the view of the authors of the re- 
port, are ‘‘two fundamental causes’’: 
the commercialization of intercol- 
legiate competition on the athletic 
field and ‘‘a negligent attitude to- 
ward the educational opportunity for 
which the American college exists.’’ 
The responsibility for these condi- 
tions and the means of correcting 
ther: rest with the trustees and 
presidents of colleges and universi- 


ties where abuses exist, the report 
contends. 

“Bulletin 23,’’ as the report is called, 
represents the first comprehensi be 
study of American college athletjc 
practices and their effect upon 
minds, morals and physical well- 
being of undergraduates. Making its 
appearance in the midst of the foot- 
ball season, it is certain to become a 
centre of a controversial storm for, 
while it purposely disclaims any at- 
tempt to rate institutions atcording 
to prevalance or absence of abuses, 
the names of colleges, universities 
and preparatory schools are used 
freely as examples of specific prac- 
tices. 

For instance, at New York Univer- 
sity, it is said, coaches award most 
of the limited number of scholarships 
to athletes with the administrative 


officers of the university acting as 
“recording agents.’’ This institution, 
too, the report asserts, has main- 
tained eo aat athletes in prepara- 
tory schools until they were ready to 
enter the university and compete on 
its teams. 

At Fordham University, the report 
asserts, forty scholarships are pro- 
vided from athletic funds to provide 
the cost of tuition, board and room 
for needy athletes who sometimes re- 
ceive additional assistance from indi- 
vidual alumni. Well organized - 
tems of recruiting were noted at Co- 
lumbia University, but there, it is

powers and the bank. 

The course favored by Germany 
was decided upon when the trust sub- 
committee, after a three weeks’ bat- 
tle over the two conflicting views, 
reported to the full committee that 
it was unable to reach an agreement. 
This trust subcommittee is composed 
of a representative of each of the 
seven nations at the conference, 
headed by Melvin Traylor: of :Chi- 
caso, who reported the deadlock to- 
day at the plenary session. ; 

The subcommittee started with a 
proposal to include in the bank’s 
trust agreement not only stipulations 
as to how the should adminis- 
ter and dispose of funds in its sf 
session but also a complete sched- 
ule of agreements between the bank 
and the debtor, showing exactly how 
these funds would come due.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Herbert 
C. Lakin of New York, president of 
an American 
corporation having property on the 
fsland estimated to be worth $175,- 
000,000, told the Senate lobby inves- 
tigating committee today that after 
recent experiences with tariff legis- 
lation he had ‘‘sorrowfully’’ reached 
the conclusion that any domestic 
company whose interests are af- 
fected by the work of Congress could 
not be assured of proper protection 
unless it maintained a lobby in 
Washington. 

Mr. Lakin testified: that the Cuba 
Company had joined with ten other 
American corporations in a cam- 
paign to reduce the duties on sugar, 


and that in pursuance of this pur-/ 


pose a fund of $95,000 had been 
raised. Of this amount, $75,000 had 
been expended since last December. 

General Sugars, Inc., which Mr. 
Lakin thought was controlled by the 
National City Bank of New York, 
was one of the contfibutors to the 
fund. The United Fruit Company, 
the Cuban-American, Sugar Com- 
pany, the Hershey rests and the 
Czarnikow Company Were other con- 
tributors, Mr. Lakin said. 

Each had agreed to subscribe $10,- 
000 to wage a fight for lower sugar 
duties, but only $95,000 had been col- 
lected to date, according to Mr. 
Lakin, who stated that he did not 
believe that the total expenses for 
the campaign would exceéd the $75,- 
000 already paid out. 


Sliding Scale Attributed to Hoover. 


In the course of a discussion of 
conferences which he had with Sen- 
ator Smoot, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, Mr. Lakin testified that 
he had ‘‘heard’’ that the Smoot slid- 
ing scale of rates on sugar, proposed 
early in the Senate committee hear- 
ings on the tariff bill and rejected 
by the committee, had its inception 
at the White House. 

‘I do not know that the sliding 
scale came from the White House, 
but I have heard it did,’’ the witness 
said. 

Mr. Lakin also testified that Gen- 
eral Enoch H. Crowder, former 
Ambassador to Cuba, had interested 
himself, at the request of President 
Machado of the island government, 
in the fight to reduce sugar duties, 
with special reference to mainte- 
nance of the Cuban 20 per cent dif- 
ferential. He had understood, the 
witness said, that General Crowder 
had been paid a ‘‘small stipend’’ for 
this service, but as to this he was 
not: certain. 

The monev collected by the eleven 
corporations to assure the adoption 
of reduced duties, Mr. Lakin testi- 
fied, had been expended in the prep- 
aration and distribution of literature.

Professor Fisher Tells Capital 
Bankers Market Rise Since 
War Has Been Justified. 








ECONOMIC REASONS CITED 





“Public Speculative Mania,” He De- 
clares, Is Least Important Cause 
of Price Inflation.

*“ WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Fears 
“that the price level of stocks might 
go down to where it was in 1923 or 
earlier, engendered by recent breaks 
in the market value of securities, 
are not justified by present economic 

onditions, Professor Irving Fisher, 
arse of Economics at Yale Uni- 
versity, said this evening in an ad- 
dress before the District of Columbia 
Bankers Association. He repeated 
his recent statement that security 
values in most instances were not in- 
flated to the extent which some com- 
mentators have asserted. 

Professor Fisher classed the ‘‘pub- 
lic speculative mania” as the least 
important of a dozen causes for the 
enhancement of security values wit- 
nessed in the upward movement of 
stocks for three years preceding the 
present bear market. 

He gave as one reason why secu- 
rity values were high, ‘‘that we are 
living in the age of mergers under 
the Coolidge and Hoover Adminis- 
trations and the old ‘trust-busting’ 
sentiment has lapsed almost com- 
pletely, as is shown by the inability 


of the opponents of these administra- 
tions to get the public excited on the 
subject.”’ 

“These mergers,” he declared, 
“have effected great economies and 
have therefore increased the profits 
of corporations to a eat extent. 
Every merger boosts the stock of 
the merged companies because of 
this expectation. A considerable part 
of the rise in stock prices in the last 
two years has been due to the in- 
creased rate of formation of these 
mergers and the anticipation of fu- 


ture economies arising from them.’’ | tp 


Assails Market’s ‘‘Lunatic Fringe.”’ 


Professor Fisher said he did not 


see how a collapse of ‘‘60 to 80 points 
on the Dow-Jones barometer’”’ could 
be expected, unless it was brought 
about by shaked s of from 5 to 
12 per cent, followed by recovery. 
“These will yaiacadan be required,”’ 
he said, ‘‘as thousands of small and 
inexperienced investors try to 
ecramble aboard the stock market 
bandwagon from time to_ time, 
hanging on by their eyelids, that ‘is, 
inadequate margins and lacking 
needed specific knowledge of-.the 
stock they thus overbuy. It seems 
impossible ever to shake the a 
entirely free from this lunatic fri 
of reckless speculation.’’ 

In the face of the bad break in 
the market today Professor Fisher 
argued that the smash would 

. followed by a recovery, based upon 


the changed economic conditions 
which enhanced the value of com- 
mon stocks in the eyes of investors. 

‘“‘We may summarize,” he said, “by 
saying that the stock market rose 
after the war above the pre-war 
level by from 50 to 100 per cent be- 
cause of war inflation, and that 
since then it has doubled because of 
increasing prosperity from less un- 
stable money, new mergers, new 
scientific management and the new 
labor policy of waste saving.’’ 

Puts Prohibition Among Causes. © 

He added to these causes ‘‘new 
inventions, prohibition, the magnifi- 
cation of effects of ‘all the preced- 
ing causes to the extent that bonds 
and other senior securities do not 
share in the increased earnings; in- 
vestors new confidence in common 
stocks through diversification, 
through investment trusts, invest- 
ment managers and mergers; the in- 
vestor’s recent loss of confidence in 
bonds because, being in terms of 
dollars, they impose on the investor 
a fisk of a loss in the purchasing 
power of the dollar; an income tax 
which has been perverted into a 
capital tax and a public speculative 
mania. Of these dozen causes the 
last is in my opinion among the least 
important.’ 

ofessor Fisher characterized tax 
on gains in the stock market as 
“this silly taxation system which 
counts realized capial gain as in- 
come,”* 

“A holder of Allied Chemical and 
Dye stock,’ he said, ‘‘told me he 
had acquired it at 35 and now would 
like to sell it at over 300, but avoids 
doing so because he would be 
‘soaked’ in his income if he shifted 
the investment to something else. 
This means stocks which advance 
the most will not be sold, or sold 
the mos reluctantly, or only on a 
still greater advance.’’ 

Discussing the utilities, which he 
said had been selling at twenty-five 
and one-half times their earnings, 
Professor Fisher said it was asked 
why the prices of such stocks were 
so ‘‘inflated’’ as compared with the 
larger yields of bonds in the same 
companies, 

Stocks Get Benefit of Economies. 

“But it should not be forgotten,’’ 
he continued, ‘“‘that bonds will not 
share in future great savings and 
economies, such as are reasonably 
expected from the recent mergers 
in the utilities field. Stocks will get 
all of these greater earnings, for the 
bond return is fixed. 

‘“‘Moreover, should the purchasing 
power of the dollar diminish, the 
real return of bonds, both principal 
and interest—that is, its power to 
purchase ds—would shrink, while 
e margin of its shrinkage would 
be transferred to the increased divi- 
dends on stock. cas: 

“So if the stock market is now 
inflated it would be only because 
the earnings ap oned to the ac- 
count of. stocks, both distributed and 
undistributed,. have. not increased or 
shown any likelihood of increasing 
in the ratio of the increase of the 

rice level of stocks, but the con- 
rary is the case.”’ 

“As to the expectation of future 
earnings,’’ Professor Fisher said, 
‘fone reason why earnings in money 
have been greater than in 1913, and 
will be so in the future, keeping the 
stock price level on a higher plateau, 
is that the. dollar. has only two- 
thirds of its 1918 purchasing power.’ 

Professor Fisher contended that 
the true measure of the proper 
height of security values; was not of 
ere prices but of the price-earnings 
ratio.

At 4 o’clock this 
afternoon he was long overdue and 
his twenty-five-hour supply of gaso- 
line should have been almost ex- 
hausted. At 5 o’clock his limit was 
reached and among the thousands of 
hurrying city workers, who snapped 
up the evening newspapers to see if 
he had landed, hope was virtually 
abandoned. 

A cold wind whipped across the 
landing field at Croydon late in the 
afternoon when Diteman was ex- 
pected. Every monoplane _ that 
swooped down upon the airdrome 
was thought to be Diteman’s until it 
landed and the watchers saw they 
were wrong. At 5 o’clock the lights 
on the hangars were switched on 
and seachlights swept the sky. 

The airdrome officials were doing 
all they could in case Diteman had 
crossed Ireland to England un- 
noticed, but they were hoping 
against hope. 

here are only two chances in a 
thousand that Diteman is still safe. 
He may have landed in the sea near 
a passing steamer, like Har 
Hawker, in 1919, and Captain Fran 
Courtney last year.

Rumors Heighten Anxiety.

Although England is in- 
terested in his flight as a sporting 
venture and although Diteman would 
have had a warm welcome here, 
there is an attitude of disapproval in 
the comments of aviators on Dite- 
man’s attempt. 

For the past two years the British 
aviation world has felt that such 
flights could have no commercial or 
scientific value and that they were 
mere gambles with human life fo: 
the sake of glory or notoriety. Fo. 
all its daring, Diteman’s attempt will 
hardly encourage the British to 
change their opinion. 


PLANE CAN FLOAT LONG TIME. 


Diteman Particular About That 
Point, Say Missouri Makers. 


MARSHALL, Mo., Oct. 23 (*).—Un- 
der favorable conditions the mono- 
plane Golden Hind could float in- 
definitely, if forced down on water, 
officials of the Nicholas-Beazeiey Air- 
craft Company, which built the plane 
used by Urban F. Diteman Jr. in 
his transatlantic flight attempt, said 
here today. 

It was explained that, while the 
plane was not designed for water 
flights or such a hazardous cruise 
as undertaken by Diteman, the tiny 
ship was equipped with gasoline 
tanks that could be emptied in two 
minutes and then closed airtight. 
These tanks, if made airtight, would 
keep the plane afloat, the officials 
said. Diteman was particular about 
this feature in purchasing the plane. 

Engineers also recalled that, after 
Diteman had flown the ship to Mon- 
tana, he had reported the gasoline 
consumption as being only four and 
a half gallons an hour. A cruising 
speed of slightly less than 100 miles 
an hour was obtained at this rate 
of consumption, the pilot said. 

At this rate, Diteman could remain 
in the air for more than thirty-six 
hours. Additional gasoline tanks, be- 
lieved added to the airplane after it 
left the plant here, might retard the 
ship’s progress considerably.

IRIGOYEN URGES SENATE 
TO PASS OIL BILL SOON 


Argentine President Wants Pe- 
troleum Fields Nationalized 
in Present Session.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 23.—Presi- 
dent Irigoyen sent a message to the 
Senate urging early consideration of 
the projected legislation for national- 
izing the petroleum fields throughout 
the republic, and expropriating pri- 
vate holdings and placing them un- 
der government operation, giving the 
government a monopoly of the ex- 
ploitation, transportation and sale of 
petroleum and its sub-products. 

The message asks the Senate to 
pass the bill, which has been before 
it for two years, following the pas- 
sage by the Chamber of Deputies. 
Consideration of petroleum legisla- 
tion was one of the subjects cited in 
the President’s recent message call- 
ing an extra session of Congress. 
One of the last actions of the Senate 
previous to the expiration of the or- 
dinary sessions on Sept. 30 was a re- 
fusal to be stampeded into passing 
a law which the President now asks 
to be passed. 

Just before adjournment, the Sen- 
ate adopted a resolution empowering 
the President of the Senate to ap- 
point a committee consisting of one 
member of each standing commit- 
tee, This petroleum committee is to 
study all phases of the petroleum 
— and report next year. Presi- 

ent Irigoyen’s message informs the 
Senate that the matter is urgent and 
rpg be given preferential atten- 

on.

Mr. Lakin said the publicity office 
prepared ‘‘releases’’ for the country 
and metropolitan press, and that 700 
of the ‘‘smalier’’ newspapers took 
its service. An average of 100 of 
the newspapers wrote ev week to 
say that they had used material sent 
out by Miss Jones. : 

Most of these newspapers, he said, 
could not afford to employ Washing- 
ton correspondents or to p 
the services of the National Press 
Associations. In addition to ‘‘the re- 
leases,’’ Miss Jones furnished ‘‘desk 
material” on sugar to about 1,806 
editorial writers throughout the coun- 
try and issued translations from edi- 
torials and articles appearing in Cu- 
ban newspapers dealing with the 
Cuban sugar situation. 

“In dition,’’ Mr. Lakin said,

Senator Walsh remarked that the 
logical effect of a reduction in sugar 
duties would be to put the domestic 
producers out of business. 

‘“‘We do not want to do that,” the 
witness said, expressing the opinion 
that some plan should be worked out 
whereby Cuba, the insular posses- 
sions and the domestic interests 
would all be treated fairly and main- 
tain substantially the same propor- 
tion of production as at present. 

One way by which this could be 
done, he suggested, would be by the 
payment of a bounty to American 
sugar producers. He favored such a 
plan ‘‘even if Cuban sugar has to 
pay a part of that bounty.’’ 

Besides the Hershey interests the 
bottlers’ association and the carbo- 
nated beverages organization were 
in the group that contributed funds 
to carry on the fight for lower sugar 
duties, the witness said. 

The holdings and the operations 
of the Cuba company were described 
in detail. The actual value of the 
company’s holdings was_ estimated 
by the witness at $175,000,000, with 
a book value of $140,000,000. His 
company, Mr. Lakin explained, dealt 
in raw sugar and did not refine, but 
shipped the product from Cuba to 
the United States, where it was sold 
to refiners. 

“You want the tariff rates as low 
as you can get them,’’ Senator Cara- 
way suggested. 

“‘Yes,’’ was the reply. 

In his fight to lower the sugar 
duties, Mr. Lakin said he represent- 
ed 90 per cent of those producing in 
Cuba. 

His company produced about 2% to 
3 per cent of the total Cuban output. 
It had outstanding 640,000 shares of 
common stock, 2,500,000 shares of 
preferred stock and $4,000,000 in 
bonds. Most of its stockholders were 
Americans, Mr. Lakin said, but some 
stock was held in Cuba and some in 
Canada. The company owned 1,000 
miles of railroad on the island. 

The -witness was of the opinion 
that Cuba had about reached its max- 
imum of sugar production, with an 
output this year of 5,500,000 tons. 


Question Wuichet on Memorandum. 


The committee today heard more 
testimony relating to the employ- 
mentsof C. L. Eyanson, assistant to 
the resident of the Connecticut 
Manufacturers’ Association, by Sen- 
ator Bingham as a tariff adviscr. 

Joseph E. Wuichet, the young for- 
eign trade secretary of the associa- 
tion, was the first witness called. He 
was the author of an office memoran- 


|dum written on Aug. 30 at the time 


Mr. Eyanson was sagaged in tariff 
work with Senator Bingham, which 
said that three members of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee were opposed 
to a 10 per cent duty on rough-bored 
shotgun barrels. 

The committee sought for an hour 
to obtain from the witness the 
sources of the information. He tes- 
tified as to various details and the 
circumstances in connection with 
writing the memorandum, but his 
mind, according to his own admis- 
sion, was a ‘“blank’’ about the 
sources. 

The memorandum reads: 

‘In telephone conversation with 
Mr. Henderson of the Crescent Fire- 
arms Company and Mr. Warner of 
the Davis & Warner Arms Com- 
pany, both of Norwich, in replying 
to an inquiry originating wi Mr. 
Henderson; I informed these gentle. 
men that Senator Bingham met with 
very strong opposition to the 10 per 
cent duty on — bored shotgun 
barrels from the Savage Arms Com- 
pany, et al., and three influential 
members of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee—Senato:1s Smoot, chairman;

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WALKER IN QUEENS 
DENOUNCES CRITICS 


Asserts Rivals’ Mudslinging 
Causes Greater Loss to City 
Than Traffic Congestion. 








VOICES HATRED OF GRAFT 





Declares No Elevated Lines Will Be 
Built In Queens Unless Borough 
Wants Them.

Mayor Walker denounced his politi- 
cal opponents who have been accus- 
ing his administration of graft, de- 
fended his régime as ‘‘one that hates 
graft like the devil,” reviewed the 
improvements that have been started 
or effected during his term of office 
and gave assurances that there would 
be no new elevated lines in Queens 
if the Queens voters did not want 
them, in an address before a gather- 
ing of 2,500 men and women last 
night in the Flushing High School. 

Other speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded Aldermanic President Mc- 
Kee, who outlined the traffic relief 
program for Queens, and Edward 
W. Cox, Democratic candidate for 
Queens Borough President, who criti- 
cized Borough President Harvey’s 
figures on sewer improvements in 
the borough. 2 

In defending his administration 
against graft charges, Mayor Walker 
denied that any “higher-ups’’ were 
involved in the payroll padding* scan- 
dals. 

He pointed out that the payroll 
scandals had been uncovered during 
his administration, asserting that the 
padding of payrolls had started in 
1917, when Leonard Wallistein, who 
is now conunsel for the Citizens’ 
Union, was Commissioner of Ac- 
counts. Out of 123,000 city employes, 
the Mayor added, only thirteen had 
been found guilty of dereliction of 
duty. 


Says Opponents Slander City. 


Turning to the assertions made by 
his opponents in the campaign, the 
Mayor said: | 

“It is hard to understand how men 
seeking public office can indulge 
themselves in such terrible verbal 
filth. Those who slander the city 
cannot love it; those who libel it 
are doing the business people of this 
city a greater injury than the traffic 
congesiion can do, even if that 
means the loss of $500,000,000 a year. 

“These slanderers, these detractors, 
these political mudslingers who know 
nothing else, are keeping people out 
of this city who might otherwise do 
business in it and they are making 
it difficult for you and me to pass 
out of the city limits and hold our 
heads up with the pride that we 
should enjoy, while they repeat to us 
what candidates for office in this 
city have said about the city itself, 
maligning it as they do. 

‘“T stand on the record of this 
administration, proud of it, looking 
up and hopeful for a better tomor- 
row for my New York. I give to 
them without competition the gutter 
where they have been grovelling and 
; oe they will be after election 

ay.”’ 

Discussing the proposals for new 
subways, the Mayor told his audience 
‘not to get excited because some of 
the new plans propose elevated rail- 
roads instead of subways in Queens, 
because if you do not want elevated 
oo you are not going to have 
em.’’ . 


McKee Tells of New Parks. 


Mr. McKee, in outlining the traffic 
' relief plans for Queens, spoke of the 
$6,000,000 proposal for the rehabili- 
tation of the Queensboro Bridge and 
a comprehensive system of arterial 
highways for the borough. He also 
pointed to the 1,000 additional acres 
of land acquired during the present 
administration for new park lands 
in Queens. 

Mr. Cox_said the figures given out 
by Borough President Harvey on 
sewer construction were ‘‘trick fig- 
ures.’’ He asserted that Mr. Harvey 
always cited the lowest figures on 
sewer costs instead of the general 
average. He asserted that Mr. Har- 





vey had altogether overlooked the 
costs of sewer construction con- 
tracted for in the borough adminis- 
tration of Bernard M. Patten. 

Mr. Cox said'that Mr. Patten “‘ob- 
tained lower prices for sewer pipes 
than Mr. ey, to the extent of 70 
per cent of the cost in some instances 
and never less than 10 per cent.”

MORE ON ROTHSTEIN| 





Declares Public Has Not Heard 
the End About Gambler’s 
Confidential Papers. 


Richard E. Enright, Mayoralty 
candidate of the Square Deal party, 
was asked yesterday if George Mill- 
er, theatrical producer, who was 
found at his home in Bayside, 
Queens, Tuesday night, was the man 
he had ‘been looking for the past

Mr. Miller admitted that he was a 
friend of Sinnott and Wellman and 
that he knew Rothstein, but denied 
the rest of the story, as has Commis- 
sioner Sinnott. 

“Do you intend to go further with 


this matter?’’ Mr. Enright was 
asked. 
‘“‘The public has not heard the end 


of it,’’ he replied. ‘‘I would like to 
hear Miller and Sinnott tell their 
side under oath. As for their demand 
that I write out my statement, there 
is no need of it.’’ 

Mr. Enright then commented on 
Mayor Walker’s attitude on play- 
grounds. 

“‘As to the interest Mayor Walker 
proclaims in providing playgrounds 
for children,’’ he said, ‘‘I offer the 
following example:

GENEVA, Oct. 23.—The Swiss 
Parliament, in session at Berne, 
today~ discussed a bill to make 
blasphemy and adultery penal of- 
fenses, punishable by six months’ 
imprisonment. Supporters of the 
proposal declare that 2 blasphemer, 
whatever his religion, should be 
prosecuted after orally or in writing

‘‘What about atheists?’’ one deputy 
shouted. Another deputy said that 
according to the Bible Jesus men- 
tioned nothing about the puhishment 
of blasphemers. 

The question of punishing adulter- 
ers gave rise to many divergent 
views. The general opinion among 
the. deputies was that the. bill in- 
volved a double question outside the 
authority of the federal government 
and should be submitted to the can- 
tonal -authorities for special laws 
suiting each canton, whether Protes- 
tant or Catholic.

TREND TO AMERICA SEEN 





German Plane Manufacturers Cite 
Movement of Industry—Junkers 
Reported Negotiating Here.

BERLIN, Oct. 23.—Dr. Claude Dor- 
nier, chief constructor for the Dor- 
nier Airplane Company, who expects 
to sail in the early part of November 
for New York to attend the first 
meeting Nov. 20 of the board of the 
newly founded Dornier. Corporation 
of America, declared that negotia- 
tions in regard tc the American com- 
pany began in the early part of the 
year in New York and were con- 
cluded during the recent visit to Ger- 
mary of Alfred P. Sloan, president 
of the General Motors Corporation. 

The Dornier Company does not hold 
any shares in the new corporation. 
but has sold its licenses outright. 
The production program 
at the November meeting and Dr. 
Dornier will remain in the United 
States long enough to supervise the 
erection and equiping of ‘the plant 
and the starting of production, which 
at first probably will be confined to 
the well-known type, Super Wal, a 
four-motored seaplane. 

Later the DO-X type probably will 
be built, after its profitableness has 
boy er sufficiently ostalaart am 

s regards e program for e 
DO-X, Dr. Dornier said that after the 
ship had been inspected and va {rg 
by the Board of Aviation, 
seaplane would start on several long- 
distance overland flights to Berlin 
and Munich, where spacious lakes 
afford good landing laces. In Febru- 
~ry or March Dr. rnier plans to 
send the flying ship across the At- 
lantic. 

The start of the ocean flight would 
be from the sea surface, whicn 
would permit a take-off with a 
larger useful load. Dr. Dornier does 
not have in mind the establishment 
of a singular or astounding record 
in the proposed ocean flight, but ra- 
ther the achievement of a simple 
feat by which he hopes to convince 
the world we are now entering a new 
era of air traffic, with regular ocean 
service. 

‘‘World air traffic will come sure- 
ly,’’ Dr. Dornier said, ‘‘if not today 
chen tomorrow.”’ He said that de- 
spite the fact that Germany was in 
a precarious financial situation. and 
Jacked capital ‘‘Germany’s leader- 
ship in air traffic seems secure.”

Herriot and Daladier Vie for Lead- 
ership and Cabinet Control. 


RHEIMS, Oct. 23 (.—Edouard 
Jerriot,, former Premier and Cab- 
inet Minister, and Edouard Daladier 
are struggling for control of the 
Radical-Socialist. party, which opens 
its annual congress here tomorrow. 
It will last three or four days. 

This, the largest party in the 
French Parliament, with 181 -votes 
of the 612 in the Chamber, has as 
its one big aim a return to power. 

M. Daiadier, the organizer, is pres- 
ident of the powerful group, but 
M. Herriot, his predecessor, has a 
popularity based on personality that 
makes his resumption of; control 
quite * possible. 

Back of this fight lies a disagree-

For a quarter of a century, until 
André Tardieu entered the Poincaré 
Cabinet in 1926, the Radical-Social- 
ists always had the Ministry of the 
Interior. Whether they controlled 
the Cabinet or not, they controlled 
the appointment of Prefects and the 
electoral machine Their enemies 
called them something akin to a 
‘‘pork barrel’’ party, for the Radical- 
Socialists always have been dis- 
tributers of favors, free with re- 
wards to the politically faithful. 
‘As for a return to power, which 
the een, regards as essential to its 
political life, both factions :say it 
must be arranged, but neither sug- 
gests how.

If we don’t, we'll see radicalism in 
the future that is going to be, worse 
than what we have had in the past.’’ 

After asking the question, what is | 
the farm problem, Mr. Legge said: 

“There is nothing in the Federal 
Farm Board,;act that gives the farm- 
er anything that labor, industry and 
finance do not have already. Our 
system has been to pass the costs 
of high labor on to the man who 
pays for the job. If it is a building, | 
the rent goes up and the man who | 
pays the rent shifts it to somebody | 
else. But, finally, it is all put on | 
the man who cannot pass it any 
further—that’s the farmer. 


For Massed Sclling Power. 


“He is handicapned becaussz he is 
independent and individualistic. Mass}; 








production on a huge farm is ropug- | 
nant to the man who wants his own | 
homestead. We are trying to lesve 
him a preducer on a small scale, but

| The Grand Trunk Railway car 
ferry Milwaukee; which left “Milwau- 
kee at 2:50 P. M. yesterday bound 
for Grand Haven, Mich., is reported 
missing by the company agents at 
Milwaukee. Coast Guard crews left 
Milwaukee late this afternoon in 
search of the vessel, but.at a late 
hour tonight no news of the craft 
had been obtained. 

It was said at the Coast Guard 
station here that the Coast Guard 
forces at Grand Haven had started 
toward Milwaukee in a search from 
that end. 

The car ferry carried twenty-six 
freight cars when it left the slip in 
the harbor basin. It was in charge 
of Captain Robert McKay, a veteran 
lake skipper. The crew consisted 
of fifty-two men. 

Dispatches. from Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich,, reported that waves were 
smashing over the steamer William 
B. Pilkey this afternoon and fears 
were felt for its crew of thirty-two 
men. 

A Coast Guard cutter was rushin 
to the assistance of the ship, whic 
is aground on a reef at Gravel Island 
in Lake Superior, eight miles east of 
Detour. Fishing boats were unable 
to get near the ship in the towering 
waves. The Piikey is 432 feet long 
and is captained by Herman Oert- 
ling. It is owned by the Valley 
Camp Steamship Company. 

The steamer Maplecourt, with a 
great hole in its bottom and full of 
| water, was reported in danger of 
breaking up on Magnetic Reef -in 
Lake Huron, near Cockburn Island. 
It has a crew of twenty-five on 
board. Tugs which went out to its 
assistance from Detour have not 
been able to get near it because of 
the stormy conditions.

‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 UP).—Harry 
E, Hull, Immigration Commissioner, 
believes no undue hardship has been 
inflicted on Arthur Plante, a Cana- 
dian, who is reported to be preparing 
to'spend the Winter in his woodshed 
‘in Canada, because United States 
immigration officials will not allow 
him to live in,his house, which is in 
thé.

Mr..Full said today the property 
on the boundary line, recently bought 
by Plante, had an unsavory reputa- 
tion because of smuggling, and added 
that Plante mever-had a legal resi- 
dence in the United States. He said 
the immigration officers at. Malone, 
N. Y., which is near Plante’s resi- 
dence, were to be commended on 
their handling of the case. 

The Immigration Commissioner’s 
statement follows: 

*One*Arthur Plante applied for ad- 
mises at Malone, N. Y., on July 
13, . He was excluded and. néces- 
an fy under the law, for the rea- 
son that he -was not in possession of 
an immigration visa. He was noti- 
fied of his right of appeal from the 
adverse decision, but failed to avail 
himself thereof. 

“Plante, before applying for ad- 
mission, purchased what was known 
as a ‘line house,’ north of Malone. 
Thee house rests with one part on 
American soil and the other part on 
Canadian soil. The property is 
known as ‘Flynn Lines’ or ‘Flynn’s 
Line House.’ .

Grand Jury to Listen to Others To- 
day—tTrial in January Likely if 
True Bills Are Returned.

GASTONIA, N.:C., Oct. 23.—After 
listening to forty-two witnesses, the 
Gastonia County grand jury ad- 
journed today without any action 
in the case of nine men accused in 
the killing of Mrs. Ella May Wig- 
gins, a cotton mill worker, by an 
anti-communist mob on Sent. 14. The 
grand jury has been considering the 
matter two days and will continue 


its deliberations tomorrow, when ad-| $3 


ditional witnesses will be heard. 

Solicitor John G. Carpenter, whe 
will prosecute the case if the grand 
jury returns a true bill of indict- 
ment, said today that the charge 
against the nine men had been 
changed from manslaughter to first- 
degree murder, but he was not cer- 
tain whether he would ask for a first- 
degree verdict in the event that the 
case went to trial. ; 

Asked why the grand jury had 
found it necessary to devote so much 





time to the consideration.-of | evi- 
dence, Mr. Carpenter explained that 
while ‘the usual procedure is to find 
a true bill in any case where there 
is reasonable justification for an in- 
dictment, “‘the grand ju in this 
instance is sifting the matter to the 
tottom.”’ 

Witnesses in the preliminary. hear- 
ing in the case testified that Mrs. 
Wiggins was killed by a shot fired 
at a truck in which, together with 
twenty-two other mill workers, she 
was being driven to a meeting called 
at Bessemer City, near here, by the 
National Textile Workers’ Union, a 
communist organization. 

After Mrs. Wiggins was killed the 
mob continued to fire at the other 
occupants of the truck as they fled 
terror-stricken across a cotton field 
into a wood, the witness testified. 

The nine men accused of the kill- 
ing are employes of the Loray mill, 
against which the National Textile 
Workers’ Union had conducted a 
strike some time before Mrs. Wig- 
gins’s death. The accused are F. T. 
Morrow, .Lowery Davis, Troy Jones, 
Theodore Smith, L. M. Sossoman, 
Will Lunsford, W. M. Borders, 
Horace Wheeler and Jack Carver. 
All of them, with the exception of 
Borders, are being held in $1,000 bail.

While Solicitor Carpenter is. in- 
clined to postpone the trial, in the

BOSTON, . Mass., Oct. 23.—Joseph 
Walker,’ former speaker of the

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Hoover Pictures the I mportant Place. of the Ohio River in thé’ 


Special to The New York Times. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 23.—The 
text of President Hoover’s address at 
the Ohio River ceremonies here to- 


night, was as follows: 
To My Fellow Citizens: 

I am sure it is a great disappoint- 
ment that this meeting could. not 
have been held upon the waterfront 
as planned. It seemed to me that 
the plan of your committee for me 
to address you upon the policies of 
this administration in waterway 
development from the pilot house 
of the steamer upon which we ar- 
rived at Louisville this evening had 
a@ peculiar fitness. 

I was greatly relieved, however, 


when you cnanged that plan. The 
enthusiasm of the citizens of Louis- 
ville for waterway development 
was well shown by the thousands 
who met us upon our arrival and I 
fear that their earnestness for that 
cause would have led them to brave 
the cold rain even at the risk of 
health. 

During the day we have complet- 
ed the journey from Cincinnati to 
Louisville as part of the celebra- 
tion of the Ohio Valley upon the 
completion of the improvement of 
the Ohio River ,.inte. a modern 
waterway. : 

The river has now been formally 
opened to traffic fram above Pitts- 
burgh, 1,000 miles to Cairo, on the 
Mississippi, from which point an- 
other 1,000 miles of modernized 
waterway leads to the sea at New 
Orleans. By dams and locks, by 
dredging and revetments, we have 
transformed the Ohio River from a 
stream of shallows, ofttimes dan- 
gerous even to rafts, into a canal- 
ized waterway of an assured nine 
feet of depth at all seasons. This 
transformation will not revive the 
romantic steamboatin’ days of 
Mark Twain, but it will move more 
goods, 

The picturesque floating palaces 
of Mark Twain’s day drew two or 
three feet of water and even then 
found their way precariously 
around the bends among the snags 
and over sand bars. In time they 
were unable to compete with the 
spreading railroads, and river navi- 
gation passed into its Dark Ages. 
But now is its day of renaissance. 
Upon deep and regular channels 
unromantic Diesel tugs now tow 
long trains of steel barges. 

What the river has lost in 
romance it has gained in tonnage, 
for in steamboatin’ days 500 tons 
was a great cargo, while today 
10,000 tons is moved with less men 
and less fuel. It is thus by deeper 
channels and new inventions that 
our rivers come back as _ great 
arteries of commerce after half a 
century of paralysis. And the new 
waterways are not competitive but 
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The Greenbrier Going Through the Locks at Ferndale, Ohie, at the Head 
of the President’s Ohio River Fiotilla,

He was the first 
to visit the falls of Louisville, 
whose roar is this moment in my 
ears. Down this valley through suc- 
ceeding ce ‘uries poured the great 
human tide that pioneered the 
greatest agricultural migration in 
history.

We have completed the moderniza- 
tion of but one other of the great 
segments, of this system, that of 
the lower Mississippi.’ . 

Five or six years ago I had op- 
portunity to join with those many 
representatives of the Midwest in 
couricil as to the method by which 
we eould strengthen national in- 
terest in the energetic development 
of the other parts of this great 
system. At that time I suggested 
that all these tributaries of the 
Mississippi and the Great Lakes 
comprised a single great trans- 
portation system. ‘That it must be 
developed in vision of the whole 
and not in parts. 


His Waterways Policy. 


Without delaying to traverse the 
detailed ramifications of these 
great natural waterways, I may 
well summarize their present con- 
dition and enunciate the policies 
of my administration in respect to 
them: 

1. As a general and broad policy 
I favor modernizing of every part 
of our waterways which will shew 
economic justification im aid of our 
farmers and industries, A 

2. The Mississippi system com- 
prises over 9.000 miles of. navizable 
streams. I. find that about 2,200 
miles have now been modernized 
to nine feet in’ depth, and about 
1,400 miles have been modernized 
to at least six feet in dept, Therc- 
fore some 5,000 miles are yet to 
be connected or completed so as 
to be of purpose to modern com- 
merce.

We shall 
then have brought a dozen great 
cities into direct communication by 
water: we shall .haye .epcned 
cheaper transportation of primary 
goods to the farmegs amd manu- 
facturers of over .a score of States. 


5. At the present time we have 
completed 746 miles of intracoasta) 
canals, We still have approximately 
1,000 miles to build. We should 
complete this program over a pe- 
riod of less than ten years. 


6, We should continue improve- 
ment of the channels in the Great 
Lakes; we should determine and 
construct those works necessary 
for stabilizing the lake levels. 


7. One of the most vital improve- 
ments to transportation on. the 
North American Continent is the 
removal of the obstacles in the 
St. Lawrence River to oceangoing 
vessels inward to the Great Lakes. 
Ou: nation should undertake to do 
its part whenever our Canadian 
friends have overcome those diffi- 
culties which lie in the path of 
their making similar undertakings. 
I may say that I have seen a 
statement published lately that this 
improvement would cost such a 
huge sum as to make it entirely 
uneconomical and prohibitive. To 
that I may answer that, after we 
have disposed of the electrical 
power, we could contract the entire 
construction for less than $200,- 
000,000, divided between the two 
governments and spread over a pe- 
riod of ten years. 

8&8. We shall expedite the work of 
flood control on the lower Missis- 
sippi in every manner possible. In 
the working out of plans we find 
it necessary to reconsider one por- 
tion of the project, that is, the 
floodway below the Arkansas, but 
work in other directions wil] pro- 
ceed: in such fashion that there 
will be no délay of its completion 
under the ten-year program as- 
siened to it.

At the present time we are ex- 
pending appr ,000, 
per “aaniim on new construction 
and maintenance of these works. 
To ¢omplete these programs within 
the periods I have mentioned will 
require an increase in the govern- 
ment outlay by «bout $10,000,000 
per annum, not. judi: the St. 
Lawrence: at most, including that 
item, an increase. in our expendi-_ 
tures of say $20,000,000 a year. A 
considerable proportion of this will 
end in five’ years’ time. It’is of 
the nature of a capital investment. 

This annual increase is equal to 
the *cost* of one of one battle- 
ship. If we are so fortunate as to 
save this annual outlay on naval 
construction as the result of the 
forthcoming naval conference in 
London, nothing could be a finer 
or more vivid conversion of swords 
to plowshares. 

To carry forward all these great 
works ‘jis ‘not a dream of the 
visionaries; it is the march of the 
nation. We are reopening the great 
trade routes. upon which our, con- 
tinent developed. This development 
is but an interpretation of the 
needs and pressures of population, 
of industry and civilization, They 
aré* threads ‘In’ that invisible web 
which knits our national life. They 
are not local in their benefits. They 
are universal in promoting the 
prosperity of the nation. It is our 
duty as statesmen to respond to 
these needs, to direct them with 
intelligence, with skill, with econ- 
omy, with courage.

Indiana Guardsmen Were Firing 
Salute for Hoover. 


MADISON, Ind., Oct. 23 (4.—An 
explosion which occurred while a gun 
crew of Battery E, 150th Field Artil- 
lery, Indiana National Guard, was 
firing a salute in honor of President 
Hoover when his -boat stopped here 
today, caused the death of one man 
and the injury of seven others.

The bright green sun observed 
for half ean hour by the Byrd Expedi- 
| tion in Antarctica and reported by 
| Russell Owen in’ THe New Yorx | 
Times yesterday morning has a scien- 
tific explanation. . Upon request the 
explanation was furnished within the 
limits of the data yesterday by 
Harold W. Webb, Professor of Phys- 
ical Optics at Columbia University. 

The position of the Antarctic ob- 
servers near one of the poles of the 
earth gives them an exceptional geo- 
metrical opportunity. At this season 
they are moved along the bands of 
sunset color instead of cutting across 
them in the ordinary sunset path of 
'temperate or tropical latitudes. 

In observing a bright green sun two 
‘days’ before it went above the Ant- 
'aretic horizon for the season of con- 
| tinuous daylight, the Byrd Expedi 


ition had the unique experierice of 
traveling half. an hour along the 
green band of a solar spectrum. 
Red an*‘Imaginary After-Image.” 
The vivid perception of the green 
light was further made possible by 
Antaretic atmospheric conditions, 
which preserve the greens, blue and 
successive colors at the violet end of 
| the spectrum. In temperate and 
| tropical latitudes the presence of dust 
and water vapor in the atmosphere 
| tends to scatter the violet end and 
| leaves yellowish sunsets, dominated 
jin general by the red end of the 
spectrum. 

A physiological indication of the 

| vividness .of the een sunset was 
| pointed out here in Russell Owen’s 
| observation from the Antarctic that 
he also thought he saw bright red 
where the sun. would be supposed to 
extend below the horizon. 

It is a matter of clinical observa- 
tion that an eye which has looked 
too long on a brightly lighted ob- 
fect will have an imaginary after- 
mage of the.same object in a color

Each band represents one of the 
colors, which are mixed in. the sun- 
light streaming past the earth.

HARLEM DEATH RATE 


Six City Health Groups Meet to 
Discuss Program for New 
Centre There. 








BAD HOUSING IS STRESSED 


Congestion Causes Mortality Toll 
40 Per Cent Higher Than City 
as a Whole, Experts Assert. 





Representatives of city health and 
welfare organizations convened the 
first annual Harlem Health Confer- 
ence yesterday and discussed plans 
for the improvement of living condi- 
tions in the negro section where the 
death rate as a result of congestion, 
it was said, is 40 per cent higher 
than the rate for the city as a whole. 

‘‘When the program which will re- 
volve around the new model health 
centre to be established by the De- 
partment of Health is carried out,”’ 
Health Commissioner Wynne told the 
conference, ‘‘we will be able to show 
a very definite decrease in morbidity 
and mortality in this heavily con- 
gested district.” 

The health centre, which has been 
approved by Mayor Walker, will be 
erected at a cost of between $250,000 
and $300,000. 

Virtually all of the representatives 
of the six cooperating agencies at the 
conference testified to overcrowded 
conditions and disease resulting from 
congestion in unsanitary houses. The 
low economic position of the negroes 
was held to account for the poor 
housing and bad health by Dr. Pey- 
ton F, Anderson of the Harlem Tu- 
berculosis and Health Committee. 

At the morning session in the Y. 
W. C. A., 179 West 137th Street, Dr. 
Louis I. Dublin, statistician of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany, said that while health condi- 
tions in Harlem were better than in 
the negro sections of other large 
cities, the death rate was seventeen 
per 1, . 

“This high rate is primarily due,”’ 
he said, ‘‘to the heavy congestion of 
200,000 persons in the small area that 

Iarlem covers. The population has 
doubled in the last ten years and 
Harlem is the most heavily congest- 
ed area in the whole city. The in- 
ercuse in the mortality rate above 
that for the city is due to the higher 
infant mortality in Harlem.” 

Dr. Dublin said the infant mor- 
tality rate for Harlem for 1928 was 
124 for every 1,000 births, compared 
with. sixty-two per 1,000 birth among 
the white population of the city. The 
tuberculosis death rate in Harlem 
last year was 300 per 100,000 popula- 
tion, as against seventy-five per 100,- 
000 among the white population of 
the city. 

Pneumonia, he said, took nearly 
three times as many lives among the 
negroes as among white persons, 
with 360 deaths per 100,000 as com- 
pared with 150 per 100,000 among the 
white population. The mortality rate 
in maternity cases, he said, was ten 
for each 1,000 cases among negroes 





as against five for every 1,000 cases 
among white persons. 

Dr. Iago Galdston, of the New 
York Tuberculosis and Health Asso- 
ciation, asserted that there was no 
such thing as racial susceptibility to 
disease from a biological viewpoint. 
Where there is a high percentage of 
tuberculosis among negroes, he said, 
it is mainly due to environment. Dr. 
Galdston said the salvation of the 
negro and his héalth problem would 
depend on the negro himself. The 
leadership in improving environ- 
mental conditions, he added, should 
come from. the medical profession. 

A luncheon was held in the Bam- 
boo Inn, 2,389 Seventh Avenue. 

At the afternoon session, the 
nurse’s part in reducing the deatao 
rate, and housing conditions, were 
discussed. 

The six organizations cooperating 
in the .conference were: Harlem 
Tuberculosis and Health Committce, 
New York City Department of 
Health, Visiting Nurse Service of the 
Henry Street Settlement, New York 
Urban League, North Harlem Medical 
Society and the Welfare Council of 
New York City.

Mr. Kreis told the court that Mr.

Iskender, he 
declared, had started an altercation 
and threatened to kill him if he did 
not pay the $100 at once.

Of the so- 
called ‘‘Big Three’ of the Eastern 
universities — Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton—only Yale was acquitted. 
Cornell, Chicago, Illinois, Wesleyan, 
Williams and the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, however, were found 
free of professionalism, and it is ex- 


plained that only minor taints, which ag 


are being eliminated, kept Harvard 
and Princeton outside the fold. 

Various forms of subsidy exist in 
the Catholic colleges and universities, 
the report says, and are ‘‘at least as 
cbjectionable’’ as elsewhere. Notre 
Dame, it is said, does little more 
than provide jobs to pay for tuition, 
board and room in return ‘‘for very 
nominal services.’’ In some cases, it 
is said, ‘‘an outright allocation of 
funds without return except in ath- 
letic participation’? may be made, as 
at Georgetown. Athletes in need of 
assistance at Boston College some- 
times are maintained through ‘‘ar- 
rangements” effected by priests 
‘tamong their own parishioners, mem- 
bers of the faculty or friends of their 
college.’? At Holy Cross, an effort is 
made to balance awards among ath- 
letes and non-athletes, so that no 
student will ‘‘feel that his muscles 
alone are sufficient to get him 
through,’”’ and at Marquette, no more 
assistance is rendered to job-hunting 
athletes than to other students. 

In the matter of athletic scholar- 
ships, awarded wholly or in part on 
a basis of an applicant’s value to an 
institution’s team, the foundation’s 
report provides much interesting 
data. It disclosed that seventy-five 
such scholarships are available at 
Pennsylvania State College and New 
York University, while Colgate has 
twenty-five. Syracuse values its total 
of such scholarships at $14,000, while 
Southern California valued its at 
$40,000. 

The presiding officers of Catholic 
institutions, it is said, are “‘not so 
closely in touch’ with campus af- 
fairs as the heads of other institu- 
tions, but recently there ‘has been a 
change of attitude on their part, un- 
til now they are less willing to fol- 
low the advice of alumni and ath- 
letic. directors: without examining 
the facts themselves, ; 

The fact that even twenty-eight in- 
stitutions were free of paid ath- 
letes, the report declared,, disproves 
“the notion that intercollegiate com- 
petition is impossible or at least im- 
practicable without subsidies.’ 

In making public the report esti- 
mating the number of subsidized 
college athletes at one out of seven, 
Dr. Savage explained that this was 
‘‘a’ modest, conservative figure.'’ 
The number of subsidized’ players on 
first class varsity -football teams 
throughout the country, probably 
would run as high as fifty per cent, 
he said. 


Survey Authorized in 1926. 


The survey was authorized by the 
foundation on Jan. 8, 1926, after it 
had been requested by such bodies 
as the Association of. American Col- 
leges, the Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools of the South- 
ern States, the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association and many indi- 
viduals interested in educational 
problems. Bulletin 23 was compiled 
by Dr. Howard J. Savage, staff 
member of the foundation, and Har- 


old W. Bentley, John T. McGovern 
and Dr. Dean F. Smiley, secretary 
of the American Student Health As- 
sociation. A preface to the report 
was written by Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of the foundation;, who of- 
fers a drastic remedy for the <on- 
ditions disclosed. 

Answering the question, ‘‘What. 
ought to be done?”’ the foundation’s 
president says: 

“The paid coach, the gate receipts, 
the special training tables, the costly 
sweaters and extensive journeys in 
special Pullman cars, the recruiting 
from the high school, the demora- 
lizing publicity showered on the 
players, the devotion of an undue 
proportion of time to training, the 
devices for putting a desirable ath- 
lete, but a weak scholar, across the 
hurdles of the examinations—these 
ought to stop and the intercollege 
and intramural sports be brought 
back to a stage in which they can 
be enjoyed by large numbers of 
students and where they do not in- 
volve an expenditure of time and 
money wholly at variance with any 
ideal of honest study. 

‘“‘The compromises that have to be 
made to keep such students in the 
cqQlege and to pass them through 
to a degree give an air of insincer- 
ity to the whole university-college 
régime. We cannot serve | every 
cause—scholarship, science, business, 
salesmanship, organized athletics— 
through the university. The need 
today is to re-examine our .educa- 
tional régime with the determina- 
tion to attain in greater measure 
the simplicity, sincerity and _ thor- 
ouzhness that is the life blood of 
a true university in any country at 
any age.”’ 


Report Deplores Trend, 


The report itself does not go so far 
as to advocate the abolition of paid 
coaches and gate receipts, although 
it does deplore the trend toward 
coech-controlled athletics, mammoth 
stadia and games played in cities far 
from the college campus for the sake 
ef bigger profits. The report points 
out that ‘‘ringers’’ and ‘‘tramp ath- 
Ietes’”” virtually have disappeared 
from intercollegiate sports and points 
to the growing tendency of under- 
graduates to regard sports as not the 
oniy important phase of college life 
as an indication of ‘‘a gene reap- 
preciation of its place in undergrad- 
uate affairs.’’ 

In conclusion the report sets forth 
“two prime needs of our college ath- 
gag particular and one gen- 
eral’: 

‘tun ale “ oe aan with bsg in 
a field 1 s en with the com- 
merce eae the material and the 
vested interests that these forces 
Fave cre2ted. Commercialism in col- 
ieze athletics must be diminished and 
eollere sport must rise to a point 
where it is esteemed primarily and 


granting of opportunity for the ful- 
fillment of intellectual promise need 
not impair the socializing qualities 
of college sport. It is not necessary 
to ‘include athletics in the curricu- 
lum’ of the under; uate or to legis- 
late out of them their life and spirit 
in order to extract what educational 
values they promise in terms of cour- 
e, independent thinking, coopera- 
tion, initiative, habits of bodily activ- 
ity and, above all, honesty in deal- 
ings between man and man. Which- 
ever conception of the function of 
the American college, intellectual or 
socializing agency, be adopted, let 
only the chosen ideal be followed with 
sincerity and clear vision, and in 
the course of years our college sport 
will largely take care of itself.’’ 

In only two instances did the foun- 
dation’s investigators encounter any- 
thing but “full cooperation.’’ At 
Oglethorpe University permission 
was refused field representatives to 
examine books and.records or inter- 
view members of the faculty or stu- 
dent body. At the University of 
Georgia ‘‘promises of one officer to 
send complete data and materials as 
requested’’ were not fulfilled. Else- 
where, the foundation’s investigators 
reported every assistance. was af- 
forded, even to opening the files of 
correspondence with schoolboys seek- 
ing subsidies. Many of these letters, 
with the names of individuals and 
institutions disguised, are printed in 
an appendix to the 311l-page report, 
which deals with every phase of the 
problem from the competition among 
rival institutions for matriculates to 
the influence of publicity and the 
daily press upon college sports. 


Conclusions Reached in Study. 


Chief among the _ conclusions 
reached as a result of the survey are 
the following: ; 

That what is needed to correct 
the defects is not “more law but 
a more genuine regard for existin 
law,”’ for.no matter how lofty the 
ideals of eligibility, amateur stand- 
ing and - of -scholarship 
_ —_ in Se at a —- 
c agreemen e tendency in 
most cases is to observe the letter, 
but not the spirit of the rules. 

That in Canada, the English in- 
fluence of the sportsman’s code of 
“playing the game’ has worked 
against the encroachments of pro- 
fessionalism through evasions of 
conference rules, while ‘‘in the 
United States all too few influences 
have hitherto been strongly ex- 
erted.”’ 

That with the spread of commer- 
cialism in intercollegiate sports, 
the needs of the many for athletic 
training have been sacrificed for 
the exaltation of a few members of 
a team, many of whom are subsi- 
dized. 

That methods of training often 
are unscientific and equipment 
unhygenic to the point where 
actual harm results to  partici- 
prepa in college and school ath- 
etics.

That the practice of recruiting 
has induced schoolboys to ‘‘shop 
around,” offering their services 
on the football fiéld,. baseball dia-

That gross ‘revenues from gate’ 
receipts totaling $1,119,000, such as. 
wére reported at Yale University, | 
result in extravagances:in the pur- 
chase: of eq nt and the hiring 
of paid personnel which are harm- 
ful to students and college sports 
as well. 

That of the thousands of in- 
stances of recruiting and -subsidiz- 
ing reported, alumni were respon- 
sible for-30. per cent, college ad- 
ministrators for 8 per cent and 
athletic officers in 50 per cent, and 
that ‘‘correspondence’’ leads all 
other methods of establishing con- 
tacts with’ promising athietes. 

That only from 18 to 25 per cent 
of the students in the institutions 
considered in the survey engage in 
intercollegiate athletics, although 
the. nuimber sticipeting. ‘in ine 
tramural-athletics runs between 50 
and 63 per cent: 


Lowering of Standards. 


That the making of special con- 
cessions to athletes almost always 
is followed by a lowering of aca- 
demic standards so that members 
of teams can’ keep-up in their . 
marks and remain eligible to play 
despite the hours they are required 
to spend under the tutelage of 
coaches. : 

That coaches, who sometimes re- 
ceive larger salaries than deans, 
seldom are ‘‘consistently, actively 
and practically concerned with the 
sportsmanship of .their athletes’’ 
and often are active in recruiting

That the coach has come to play 
so large and important a part in 
directing the moves of his charges 
in competition that the = er has 
‘‘o unity to, exhibit.little more... 
initiative, than a chéssman.”’ 

That newspapers should have ‘‘an 
enlightened*’ sports news policy 
by drawing a distinction be- 
tween amateur and professional 
sport and in leading public opin- 
ion ‘‘to esteem .the true value of 
the amateur status,’’ and ceasin 
to view “with a kind of cynic 
admiration evasion. of dpen de- 
fiance of the amateur convention.” 


Recruiting Is Defined. 

The chapter dealing with ““The Re- 
cruiting and Subsidizing of Athletes’’ 
probably...will provoke the bulk o: 
commént. Recruiting is defined as 
“the sdiicitation of school athletes 
with a view to inducing them to at- 
tend a college or university.’’ In its 
manifestations it may range ‘from 
rere an daccasional contacts’ made 
or directed by an individual in the 
athletic association, as at Chicago

The correspondence to or 
about ing schoolboy athletes 
vary ‘‘from the most innocuous and 
casual to the most purposive and 
systematized,’’ the report says. 

At most small colleges and at Cali- 
fornia, New York Universi and 
the University of Pennsylvania the 
head footi c acts as director 
of athletics and can ‘‘set the policy 
respecting the treatment of corre- 
spondence.” 


How Rules Are Evaded. 


In view of the universal expres- 
sions of disapproval by both athletic 
and academic officers concerning 
the commercializing attitude of the 
“shopping athlete,’’ says the report, 
‘it is astonishing not to find in re- 
plies to inquiries a similarly univer- 
sal effort to correct this attitude.’’ 


Instead, the answers sometimes are 
‘‘so laudatory or solicitous’’ that the 
schoolboy who values the answer ‘‘in 
dollars and cents’’ swells with self- 
importance and ‘thinks not at all of 
his offense inst amateurism in of- 
fering his athletic skill at a price.’’ 
An example of how conference rules 
against recruiting are skirted is pro- 
vided in the report by a sample let- 
ter from an athletic director to a 
 mingoegy schoolboy athlete, point- 
ng out that rules forbid the direc- 
tor’s making overtures, but adding 
ac lid is off if any one makes 
n u a 55 

ut athletic directors, coaches and 
graduate managers are not the only 
recruiting agents. Alumni secretaries 
at Drake, Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, Michigan, Northwestern, 
Oregon icultural, Southern Cali- 
fornia, ermont and Washington 
and Jefferson have become involved 
in recruiting, says the report. Alum- 
ni dinners “‘in honor of victorious 
teams,’’ to which preparatory. school 
seniors are invited, have been found 
valuable aids to recruiting at Brown 
Dartmouth and Rutgers, the report 
asserts. Fraternity entertainments 
for prospects and secondary school 
athletic contests in college stadia 
often provide the means for’ estab- 
lishing contact between likely look- 
ing candidates for varsity teams and 
oo officers of the higher insti- 
utions. 


Definition of Subsidy. 
The report defines a subsidy as 


scholarship or concession, direct or 
indirect, which advantages an ath- 
lete because of his athletic ability 
or reputation and which sets him 
apart from his fellows in the under- 


graduate body.’’ Prevalent as they 
are, these subsidies can be controlled 
by the university authorities unless 
the solicitation, the procuring of 
funds and the actual award are 
entirely under the supervision of 
agencies outside the jurisdiction of 
the college authorities—a condition 
which exists where tradesmen more 
interested in booming their town and 
boosting their own sales volume than 
in academic standards take a hand 
in the granting of bounties. Rare 
as such cases are, they have been 
reported at Arizona, University of 
Colorado, Ohio State and Wyoming, 
and in one instance grew ‘‘out of 
impatience on the part of business 
men with the “meager encourage- 
ment given to athletes at the local 
institution.’”’ 

Subsidizing was found to exist at 
81 of 112 colleges and universities 
subjected to scrutiny. At only twen- 
ty of these instjitutigns.was a single 
agency responsible. for the practice. 
The institution was the sole dispen- 
ser of subsidies in one instance, the 
alumni alone in one and the ath- 
letic association alone in ene. At! 
fifty. institutions, or 62+ per cent,of! 


partment or some member of the 
staff was a party to the arrange- 
ment.

“stand colleges and universities of 
all sizes, sections of the continent, 
conferences and unions.

At some 
there has been subsidizing in the 
past....Of any one.it.is impossible.to 
say that there will be no subsidizing 
in the future. Possibly also at:the 
time of the field visit subsidizing 


existed.without being discovered, ‘but }: 


in our inquiry an apparent absence 
of subsidizing inevitably occasioned 
the closest scrutiny. Whatever may 
be the rights and wrongs of athletic 
subsidies, the conditions encountered. 
at this group of institutions, espe- 
cially at those enjoying keen inter- 
collegiate competition, should en- 
courage those who feel that subsidies 
ought to be climinated from Ameri- 
can college athletics.’’ ' 


Four. Ways of Financing.. 


College ‘athletes are 
through four main instrumentali- 
ties, jobs and work of various kinds, 
loans, scholarships and miscellaneous 
assistance, the report explains. 

In the matter of jobs, the report 

goes on, there is a vast difference 
between honest work for which fair 
wages are received and, the *‘‘sine- 
cures” often reserved, for ‘athletes’ 
and paid cut of allproportion to the 
value of services rendered as ‘a 
means of dodging conference rules, 
which proscribe ‘‘financial assis- 
tance.’’ 
. That such special privilege is. en- 
tirely unnec , the report as- 
serts, is dem ted at colleges 
where applicants for jobs are re- 
ferred to the university employment:

Missouri and Utah, the coach appor- 
tions the paid tasks of caring for 
athletic equipment among the more 
promising members of his squad. 
Sometimes, as at Idaho, Oklahoma, 
Oregon Agricultural and South Da- 
kota, athletes have almost “a com- 
plete monopoly’? of the more lucra- 
tive campus jobs. The system that 
left Harvard out of the list of sub- 
sidy-free institutions is the practice 
of allotting concessions at athletic 
contests exclusively to athletes, a 
practice which the foundation has 
been assured will be corrected when 
conditions permit. 

At Brown, Denver, Northwestern, 
Purdue and Wisconsin, says the re- 
port, “‘a more specialized develop- 
ment’’ is found. ere a member of 
the athletic staff or some other in- 
dividual has had little to do but 
recruit and _ subsidize athletes. 
Freshman coaches are employed 
similafly in off seasons at re ey 
Colgate, Dartmouth and to some ex- 
tent at Columbia. 

Remuneration is based sometimes 
as much upon athletes’ needs as upon 
the value of their services and it is 
not uncommon for them’ to shirk 
their tasks, or to leave them for 
substitutes to fill, when the job- 
holder is responsible to the athletic 
department, although under other 
conditions his work may be satis- 
factory. 

Jobs off the campus, where the 
athlete is compelled to ‘‘give services 
commensurate with his wages,’’ the 
report says, may not be considered 
as subsidies except when such em- 
ployment is obtained through “an 
organized attempt, directed, perhaps, 
by a paid official, to provide and as- 
sign’’ such work. 


Loans to Athletes. 


Pointing out that “little good flows 
from accustoming any young man to 
slack at his work,’’ and declaring 
that the ‘‘self-respecting American 
undergraduate does not solicit char- 
ity,’’ the report takes up the subject 

f ‘‘loans,’’ which reflect ‘‘a consci- 
entious attempt to compromise be- 
tween athletic scholarships or cash 
payments, on the one hand, and the 
withholding of all financial assictance 
to athletes on the other.”’ 

Individuals, alumni and business 
men friendly to the institution, 
luncheon clubs and other organiza- 
tions, have ‘been willing to advance 
funds to needy athletes. Students at 
Southern Methodist, Texas, e, 
Georgia School of Technology, Ohio 
Wesleyan, Vermont and Baylor have 
found it convenient to avail them- 
selves of this form of subsidy, al- 
though the practice is dropping off, 
according to the report, which adds: 

‘‘Unfortunately, it appears that the 
notes of athletes are collectible in 
comparatively few ~instances, even 
when the fund is administered 
through a local bank in order .to 
create a«sense of responsibility on 
the part of athlete borrowers. “The 
fact is that loans from funds pro- 
vided by groups of persons and con- 
trolled or administered by athletic 
organizations or departments are 
practically the equivalent of gifts, 
and borrowers tend to. regard them 
as subsidies, feel little responsibility 
for repayment and ‘appear not to 
fear prosecution for default.” 


Requirements on Scholarships. 


In connection with the large num- 
bers of “athletic scholarships’ at 
many institutions, the report makes 
this interesting observation: 

“No single factor has contributed 
more directly to: the use of athletic 
scholarships in» American coHeges 


than the second qualification set by 
the will of Cecil Rhodes for recipients 
of the Oxford scholarships that bear 
his name. Certain American institu- 
tions—Dartmouth, Rutgers and 
Swarthmore, for examples—award 
scholarships upon what is termed an 
all-around basis, including, besides 
scholastic excellence, qualities of 
‘leadership,, interest..in. undergrad- 
uate activities, usually physical 
vigor, and, perhaps, value to the stu- 
dent body. Obviously all of these 
qualifications except the first point 
in the. direction of athletic ability. 

hen, in. ‘awards, intellectual 
achievement is underrated, and 
qualities of character and ‘leader- 
ship,’ thereby are given undue em- 
phasis, an ‘all-around. scholarship’ 
is in reality granted on the basis of 
athletic skill and attainment. Ex- 
amination of academic records of | 
sueh scholarship holders: usually 
bears out this view.’’ 

In addition to regular athletic 
scholarships, the report explains, 
Columbia, Hobart, the undergraduate 
division of the New York University 
School of Commerce, Southern Cali- 
fornia, Southern Methodist, Stanford 
and Ursinus have at their disposal 
certain special funds which ‘aré 
awarded as scholarships, usually to 
athletes. 

In this connection the report says: 

‘‘Most of the personal recommenda- 
tions appear to come from _ the 
alumni, coaches and.» recruiting 
agents who are interested im the ath- 
letic success of the institution. In- 
déed, for the actual appointments, or 
the nominations.that are their prac- 
tical equivalents, made by alumni or 
coaches, the officers of a university 
may merely act as recording agents 
(New York University, Southern 
California, Stanford, Catholic insti- 

ions). Even when the actual ap- 
pointments are made by the duly 
constituted scholarship agencies, the 
recommendations of recruiters. may 
be influential. (Columbia).”. 


Other Methods of Awards. 


.The report continues: . 

“Only one step removed from this 
practice is the procedure by which a 
regular committee» on. ‘scholarships 
appoints incumbents after the receipt 
of recommendations from persons in- 
timately acquainted with candidates 
(Southern Methodist; proposed 
method at Stanford; Ursinus). A dean

Funds of Another Type. 

“Another type of scholarships is 
hardly distinguishable from that just 
described. It includes those honor 
awards which, named from_ the 
donor, source, or purpose of the fund 
that provides them, almost invari- 
ably are bestowed upon athletes and 
are currently ed by many as 
athletic scholarships (Brown, 
scholarship; Des Moines, fifteen 
scholarships; University of Georgia, 
forty echoticsnine:. » one 
scholarship; Montana, five scholar- 
ships; Princeton, eight scholarships; 
Southern . California, two scholar- 
ships). If a traditional practice of 
awarding such scholarships to ath- 
letes exists, it may be in part due to 
the influence of alumni in urging the 
appointment of athletes whom they 
have encouraged to attend the uni- 
versity (Princeton). Again, the 
scholarship funds may have been 
specially earmarked by their donors 
for athletes (Brown, Lehigh, Mon- 
tana, Southern California); or a uni- 
versity may remit all or part of the 
tuition for an unspecified number of 
athletes as a tapering-off of a more 
extensive system (Des Moines); or a 
special fund may have been created 
by alumni (Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, University of Georgia) in the 
hope of ultimately eliminating sub- 
sidies (Universty of Georgia). 
Although such controlled and duly 
recorded awards may represent a 
step in advance of extensive and in- 
discriminate subsidizing by outside 
agencies, the policy is not to be com- 
pared for firmness and courage with 
the action of the University of Cali- 
fornia in advocating’ a conference 
rule to: deprive itself of a gift that 
would have established what would 
have proved to be an athletic scholar- 
ship. 

‘‘We turn now to those forms of aid 
which are frankly and uneumvocssy 
termed athletic scholarships. The 
amounts or numbers of such awards 
available and the bases of award:at 
the time of each field visit varied 
considerably (Blue Ridge, twelve; 
Colgate, twenty-five; Geneva, thirty- 
five; Georgetown, unspecified; Get- 
tysburg, thirty; - am, forty; 
Lebanon Valley, sixteen; Muhien- 
berg, unspecified; Pennsylvania State 
College, ~ © seventy-five; Syracuse, 
$14,000; West Virginia Wesleyan, 
twenty; Ursinus, sixteen). 

“The benefit is rarely paid in cash. 
The partial or complete remission of 
tuition through athietic scholarships 
generally involves and often takes 
place in the offices of the institution, 
which devise»methods, of award to 
suit local conditions and ‘the needs 
of athletes; Values of athletic scho- 
larships range from part or full tui- 
tion at the lower end of the scale 
(Colgate), to allotments graduated in 
amount according to the: number of 
teams for which the recipient is se- 
lected (Blue Ridge). In the first in- 
stance, athletic.,scholarships repre- 
sent a step away from even graver 
forms of subsidizing; in the second, 
a step toward them.” 


Miscellaneous Methods. 


Discussing forms of subsidy other 
than those provided by scholarships, 
the report continues: 

“The practice of ‘caring for’ a 
more or Jess definite number of ath- 
letes, ranging from twenty-five to 
fifty (Bucknell, Gettysburg, Muhlen- 
berg, Oglethorpe; Pennsylvania State, 
Pittsburgh, West Virginia Wesleyan), 
is a somewhat less formal matter 
than the award of athletic scholar- 
ships. Its excuse is the competitive 
bids of rivals, and its limit is usually 
‘all college expenses,’ Sometimes 
(Boston College, Holy Cross, Notre 
Dame) no definite promises are 
made; the athlete is merely assured 
that he will be ‘cared for.’,. Neither 
procedure .. necessarily -entails cash 
payments, although these. may be 
present. The sources of the neces- 
sary funds or credits may include, 
singly or in combination, subscrip- 
tions from alumni as individuals or 
as groups and ‘from local merchants, 
appropriations from the _ athletic 
treasury and the remitting of tuition 
by the institution.; Although the 
probable’ success’ of a candidate at 
athletics is usually a prerequisite to 
such arrangements, a further obliga- 
tion of some sort is occasionally im- 
posed: the performing of odd tasks 
about the campus, or recruiting—in- 
deed, an athlete successful at re- 
cruiting may even be valued at his 
full college expenses without any 
other requirement than attendance 
at the university (Oglethorpe). As is 
to be expected under a system that 
links the institution, through the be- 
stowal of athletic scholarships, with 
other, agencies afid sources of provi- 
sion, reconimendations and appoint- 
ments to subsidies are made by per- 
sons intimately acquainted with the 
institution’s athletic affairs; coaches, 
graduate ‘mahagers), athletie direc- 
tors, the president's ‘assistant (Get- 
tysburg), of the president ‘himself 
(Ogmenorpe hy 

e report asserted the ‘element 
of barter entered more frequently 
into the recruiting and maintenance 
of athletes’’ than in the awarding 
of scholarships. .In such cases 
alumni subsidies are dispensed from’ 
“‘a slush fund” or “black box fund,”

Amounts of Funds Vary. 

Continuing, the report declares:

Major Meyer, who was present, de- 
mandéd the right to be heard on the 
charges and the Senators agreed he 
should have this: privilege after he 
digested the secret report. 

Seabrook Again on Stand. 

Alonzo B. Seabrook, former Fed- 
eral prohibition agent at Charleston, 
who testified yesterday, was on the 
stand again today. He submitted a 
report on his case sent to Washing- 
ton by Major Meyer, which Seabrook 
said he had obtained through a 
friend at the Moncks Corners home 
of G. B. McKnight, who has been 
characterized in this hearing as 
‘“king of the bootleggers’’. but who 
served as undercover prohibition 
agent for a time. 

One allegation in the Department 
of Justice re 
livery by Major Meyer of three Fed- 
eral prisoners from the jail at Flor- 
ence, S. C., to the Federal Peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta. It was said that 
Leo Miller, characterized as a 
“known bootlegger,’’ was a guard 
and that the trip was made by auto- 
mobile, although the fees were col- 
lected as though it had been made 
by train and for this reason United 
States Marshal Lee Park was forced 
to make a refund of $85. More than

An additional Harlem River crossing, 
just south of Washington Bridge, 
to carry traffic from the Bronx to 
the new Hudson River Bridge at 
178th Street, Manhattan. 

The extension of Sixth Avenue 
from Carmine Street to Fulton 
Street, the widening of Canal 
Street from Mulberry Street to the 
Bowery, the widening of ‘Essex 
Street, Church Street and Allen 
Street. Most of these projects are 
already under way in connection 
with the city’s rapid transit and 
housing programs. 

A short connecting link to join 
the west side and east side mar- 
ginal highways. ‘This project, the 
report says, may be deferred until 
the marginal ways are extended 
further south. 


Approves Razing Elevated. 
The report approves the removal 
of elevated structures and trolley 
tracks from congested highways such 
as Sixth Avenue and several of the 
busy crosstown streets in Manhat- 
tan. The opinion is voiced, however, 


that rapid transit needs will prevent 
demolition of the Sixth Avenue and 
other elevated lines for many years 
and that progress in that direction 
will be gradual. 

The report, which will be submit- 
ted by H. E. Ehlers and H. R. 
Martz, vice presidents of Day & Zim- 
merman, Inc., praises the manner 
in which the Citizens’ Committee on 
Plan and Survey, appointed by 
Mayor Walker several years ago, 
classified the city’s chief problems. 
Pointing out that its report had 
nothing to do with such problems as 
rapid transit, housing and _ other 
aspects of community life, Day & 
Zimmerman expressed satisfaction 
at the manner in which the com- 
mittee had stressed the need of 
handling the street traffic problem 
in such manner as to prevent con- 
centration in congested areas. 
| It is declared in the report that 
| the handling of traffic in New York 
City, considering the conditions to 
be met, was amazingly efficient. 
Additional relief could be obtained, 
| it said, by more rigid restriction of 
vehicular parking and more strin- 
gent regulation of pedestrian traffic. 

Pointing out that in Manhattan 
there are fourteen crosstown traffic 
avenues approximately parallel with 
Thirty-fourth Street, with a curb-to- 
curb width ranging from 45 to 72 
feet, the report finds that in four 
of these arteries useful street width 
is reduced by double-tracked trolley 
lines. Their elimination, it was re- 
ported, would increase materially 
the available traffic space, but the 
city’s transit condition indicates that 
it will be many years before they 
can be removed entirely. 

Discussing the need for new traf- 
fic facilities, the report ¢eclares that 
the total cost of desirable projects 
would exceed $1,000,000,000, thus 
making it necessary to defer some 
of them. 


Aim to Circle Congested Areas. 


According to the report, the prin- 
ciple adopted in formulating a list 
of projects for recommendation was 
that of providing facilities which 
would reduce the number of vehicles 
and the distances they must travel 
jin congested areas. This may be 
| accomplished, the report adds, by 
providing facilities outside the ‘con- 

ested areas which will divert traf- 
ic on its way from an outside zone 
to another outside zone and by pro- 
viding facilities which will give traf- 
fic originating in or destined for 
points in congested areas the most 
direct routes of entrance and exit. 

The report declares that the con- 
sideration of such principles led to 
the adoption of plans for (a) addi- 
tional interborough communication 
routes, together with a distributing 
and collecting highway system cross- 
ing main approaches to bridge and 
tunnel heads to enable direct en- 
trance and exit to and from con- 
gested areas, and (b) marginal ways 
and by-pass routes of large capacity 
and maximum freedom from. cross- 
traffic. ’ 

Considerable space in the report is 
devoted to discussion of the north 
and south vehicular tunnel in Man- 
hattan and the proposed Hast. River 
bridge or tunnel from Tenth Street, 
Manhattan, to Brooklyn, and the re- 
port concludes that while desirable 
they should be, deferred until other 
major projects have been completed 
and tried out. The two projects 
mentioned, the re declares, are 
not likely to be self-supporting on a 
reasonable toll basis, due to their 
high cost of construction and main- 
tenance and the possibility that the 
completion of other. bridge and tun- 
nel projects would cut down the 
stream of traffic upon which they 
must rely for income. 


Traffic Is Analyzed. 

The report includes detailed anal- 
yses of street traffic in Manhattan, 
bridge, tunnel and ferry traffic, and 
voluminous statistics on traffic ori- 








gins and destinations in the city. 
The discussions of proposed traffic 
relief projects are full of figures 
based u counts and other ‘statisti- 
cal analyses. :

Favors Fifth Avenue Route. 

‘The Fifth Avenue route is con- 
sidéred the most convenient and ef- 
ficient from ‘the standpoint of traf- 
fic relief, although far more expen- 
sive to build and maintain. On the 
basis of a four-lane tunnel, with 
ramps intersecting at intervals up to 
‘one and one-half miles, the cost of 
construction, exclusive of interest, 
is estimated at from $20,000, to 
$25,000,000 a, mile, or a total of about 

,000,000. The report suggests that 
if. the -plan is adopted. by the city 
the section from Washington Square 
to Central Park should be. started 
first, at an estimated cost of $70,- 
000,000.-The cost of operation is esti- 
mated at $3,000,000 a mile per. year, 
or an annual total of about $30,000,- 
000. Such a tunnel, the report esti- 
mates, .would take care .of one- 
seventh of the combined traffic now 
using all north and south surface 
arteries as mieasured in ‘the vicinity 
of Fifty-first Street. : 

‘A Fifth Avenue tunnel, the report 
declares, would require 2,500-foot 
ramps to permit traffic from: the 
east and west.to enter the tube. Ap- 
proach plazas would have to_ be 
placed as far away as Eighth Ave- 
nue and Second Avenue, and if en- 
, comp ines requirements called for a 

eep level tunnel, the ramps would 
have to be even longer. Structures 
for ventilation and for the collection 
of tolls, the report points out, might 
have to be erected under conditions 
requiring the taking of costly ease- 
ments in highly assessed areas. The 

First Avenue location, the report 
said, would probably allow ‘a higher 
lever tube and a lower construction 
cost, but. would not provide as much 
traffic relief. 

The report concludes that the 
money required for either of the al- 
ternate projects could . be better 
used, for the present, in. the build- 
ing of some of the more pressing im- 
provements. 


The Brooklyn Highway. 
The north and south through high- 
way joining Brooklyn and Queens 
is described in detail in the report, 


which also analyzes the numerous 
suggestions made by official boards 
and civic bodies regarding the route 
to be followed. 

The tentative route described in the 
report begins near the Brooklyn end 
of the proposed Narrows tube and 
runs by means of a new diagonal 
highway to a sixty-foot viaduct over 
Flatbush and Atlantic Avenue, from 
which it is brought to grade in Cum- 
berland Street just south of Fulton 
Street. From that point ‘the route 
traverses a new diagonal highway 
cut through to a point just south of 
the Naval Hospital. The plans call 
for ramps to handle traffic from 
Flatbush Avenue. The widening of 
Park Place is also contemplated. 

The highway would continue north 
along Rutledge Street, Union Ave- 
nue, Bedford Avenue and Oakland 
Avenue to a point marking the inter- 
section of the Brooklyn terminal of 
the proposed Thirty-eighth Street 
vehicular tube from Manhattan, and 
there is proposed a branch along 
Union Avenue to Newtown Creek, 
with a new bridge across that stream. 

The Queens section of the new 
highway would extend from Meeker 
Avenue across Newton Creek, along 
Laurel Hill Boulevard to Borden 
Avenue and thence along Forty-third 
Street to Northern Boulevard. From 
Northern Boulevard and Twelfth 
Avenue it would run along Twelfth 
Avenue to Astoria Avenue, its north- 
ernmost terminus. Here a conven- 
ient outlet to the tri-borough bridge 
would be available. 

Calls for Wider Highways. 


The plan calls for the widening of 
almost all highways included in the 
new through route to provide an ex- 
press highway about 60 feet wide, 
separated by ten-foot strips from ser- 
vice roadways.from: 25 to 30 feet in 
width. By means of separation of 
grades at strategic points it is be- 
lieved that these roadways will han- 
die adequately all traffic destined 
for or coming from the congested 
industrial sections along the water- 
front of Brooklyn and Queens. The 

lan contemplates the ultimate estab- 
fishment of the through highway as 
an elevated express route similar to 
that now under construction on the 
‘west side of Manhattan. 

The report suggests grade separa- 
tions at Flushing Avenue, Broad- 
way, Metropolitan Avenue, Bayard 
Street and Manhattan Avenue in 
Brooklyn, and at Borden Avenue, 

velt Avenue, Northern Boule- 
vard and Astoria Avenue in Queens. 

Estimating the cost of the project 
at $70,000,000 and urging that the 
route, in any event, follow as closely 
as possible the East River front with- 
out impinging too closely upon the 
heavy. industrial traffic in that area, 
the report describes the improvement 
as essential and pressing. Only by 
such a through highway, it says, can 
the . present -tendency in . Brooklyn 
and Queens to converge all traffic 
into a small waterfront area be over- 
come and counteracted. 


Tunnel Under Bay. 


The suggested plan for the vehicu- 
lar tunnel from the Battery to 
Brooklyn. calls. for a 12,000-foot tube, 
passing under Governors Island from 
a point near: Cedar and West Streets. 
Construction. and ventilation shafts 
on Governors Island are suggested. 
The War Department’s consent 
would be required for this part of 
the project’ as well as for passage 
under navigation channels. The final 
determination of the tunnel’s course 
is described as dependent on the re- 
sult of preliminary borings. 

The Manhattan terminal is consid- 
ered well located to handle traffic 
from New Jersey and the lower west 
side ‘as well as the southern district 
in Brooklyn. The report points out 
that the terminal location, about a 
mile below the southern. terminal of 
the west side highway and the Man- 
hattan end: of the Holland Tunnel. 
is well adapted to serve the traffic. 
needs of this:area. The proposed 
Brooklyn terminal near Hicks Street 
is also regarded as suited to traffic 
needs in that territory, because of its 
location half a mile from the East 
River front and the Gowanus Canal. 
The report declares that the new 
tunnel would. give easy and direct 
access’ for) traffic moving to and 
points along important water- 
front and industrial sections of 
Brooklyn as well as the more central 
areas. The creation of plazas outside 
the congested zone and the widening 
of approach streets are recommended 
$66,000,000" including eneinectine and

In discussing the advisability of 
constructing a new bridge across the 
East River from ® hes nt” ye 
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location. The traffie relief afforded 
by construction of other. recommend- 
ed projects, it is pointed out, may 
alter the situation-materially and de- 
termine: definitely whether a bridge 
or tunnel is to be preferred » or 


at all. It is recommended that con- 
struction be deferred until some defi- 
nite’ experience has been had with 
the other proposed projects. 

The tentative bridge planx, as out- 
lined, call for a structure about haif 
a mile north of the’ Williamsbur2. 
Bridge.» It would have a span. of 
1,800 feet and a 118-foot . roadway 
with two sets of four-lane traffic 
routes and no transit line provisions. 
Its construction would necessitate the 
creation of a new street, feer. 
wide, on the Manhattan side, from 
First to Fourth Avenue, and a new 
diagonal street in Brooklyn from the 
Brooklyn plaza to Bushwick Avenu:. 
It is also proposed to extend Meeker 
Avenue’ from its intersection with 
Manhattan Avenue to the bridge ter- | 
minal, thus linking up with the new j 
north and south artery in Brooklya 
and Queens. The bridge approaches 
on each side of the river would ex- 
tend three-fourths of a mile inland. 

The report suggests that if a tun- 
nel is preferred its. Manhattan end 
might better be at Eighteenth Street, 
with a diagonal crossing to Brooklyn 
in the vicinity of the suggested ter- 
minus for the proposed bridge. The 
opinion is expressed that the’ bridge 
would not be self-supporting on a 
reasonable toll basis, because. other 
East River improvements would 
probably cut down the amount of 
traffic which would be relied upon 
to provide revenue. 


West Side Marginal Way. 


Discussing the west side marginal 
highway, now under construction as 
part of an express highway plan au- 
thorized by the city more than a year 
ago, the report urges that the part 
below Seventy-second Street be com- 


pleted as soon as possible’ to relieve 
serious existing traffic congestion. 
The entire project. is praised as a 
well - considered and, practicable 
scheme, and it is recommended that 
the highway be extended southerly 
from Canal Street, its present south- 
ern terminus, to provide a traffic 
link with the proposed Battery tube 
te Brooklyn.:: 0s be 
The east side highway, already .ap- 
proved in: principle; by the Board of 
stimate, is also described as a well- 
considered. project of great and im- 
mediate value. The plan des¢ribes 
its route as extending fifteen miles 
and running along South Street to 
Montgomery Street, thence along the 
East River front to 125th Street; 
thence along the Harlem River front 
to the Harlem River Driveway, and 
thence to Dyckman Street to connect 
with the west side marginal way. 
The initial construction of this 
highway, the report recommends, 
should be along the East River be- 
tween Twenty-third and Fifty-fourth 
Streets and along the Harlem River 
front from Seventh Avenue to the 
Harlem River Driveway. It is fur- 
ther urged that the stretch from 
Seventh Avenue to Second Avenue 
be constructed while the Triborough 
Bridge is being built. By so regu- 
lating construction, the report de- 
clares, @ maximum of traffic relief 
can be obtainéd at the earliest pos- 
sible time. . 
The report recommends that a pro- 
posed extension of *Riverside Drive 
over Dyckman: Street to 155th Street 
in the Bronx be delayed until work 
has progressed sufficiently on the 
new Hudson River .Bridge.. It also 
suggests minor changes designed to 
afford better traffic approaches to 
the bridge from territory to the 
eastward, : 





Impartial Plan Sought. 

The report now ready for submis- 
sion to Mayor Walker as the basis 
for a systematic plan for develop- 
ment of traffic relief and the inter- 
change of traffic among the five bor- 
oughs is the result of a cooperative 
effort which got under way on Nov. 
26, 1928, when the. Board of Bsti- 
mate, at a special executive session, 
authorized Mayor Walker to retain 
Day & Zimmerman, Inc., of Phila- 
delphia to undertake a broad survey 
and to make a ‘comprehensive set: of 
findings and recommendations. The 
Philadelphia firm was chosen, it was 
said, because of a desire. to eliminate 
local pressure as a factor in the sur- 


vey. 
Finns, data and information in the 
possession of the Police Department, 
the Department of Plant and Struc- 
tures and various civic: and business 
organizations were placed at the en- 
cooing corporation’s disposal and 
‘Mayor Walker referred to it a huge 
mass of petitions, suggestions and 
plans which constantly poured into 
his office from the five boroughs. 
Early this year Day. & Zimmerman 
submitted to Mayor Walker a pre- 


liminary report recommending the 
Triborough Bridge project. It was 
followed by later :reports advocat- 


ing a vehicular tunnel under the 
East River Rnking ‘midtown Man- 
hattan at Thirty-eighth Street with 
Long Island City in Queens, and. an- 
other from Brooklyn to Staten Is-

“The policy. of President Macha- 
do,’’ Mr. Govin continued, ‘“‘is to al- 
low any reasonable measure of free- 
dom, but the President has frequent- 
ly taken the stand that whenever a 
movement reached that stage. where 
it created public disorder or disturb- 
ance the authorities should interfere. 
In the present case the small group 
which has issued this volitical mani- 
festo has shown a ce2.ain cleverness 
in circulating their views, but in 
Cuba itself it is recognized that the 
movement has no importance and 
represents the views of a mere hand- 
ful of discontented men.”’

"Association Case—Bronx 
Concern Fined $300. 


The trial of Louis Horowitz, re-|! 


puted organizer of the milk dealers’ 
association which eventually became 
Larry Fay’s Milk Chain Association, 
on an indictment charging extortion 
was set for Nov. 11 by County. Judge 
James M. Barrett in Bronx County 
Court yesterday. Horowitz in June 
forfeited. his $10,000 bail and in July 
was arrested on a bench warrant. 
His bail was raised to $15,000. 

It is alleged that Horowitz coerced 
milk. dealers to join his association, 
charging fees which were pocketed 
by its officers. Specifically it is 
charged that he extorted money from 
the Philip Morris Milk Company, 
wholesalers, to provide ‘‘protection 
against the milk department.”

Magistrate Rosenbluth fined the] 


Morrisania Stock Farms, Inc., whole- 


‘sale milk-dealers, of 883 Tinton Ave- 


nue, the Bronx, $50.on each of six 
charges. of violation of the health 
laws. Three weeks ago the same 
concern was fined $225 on one charge 
and $25 om each of four other 
charges in the same court. 

Isadore Epstein, president, pleaded 
guilty to three of the charges. They 
were for possession of seven quarts 
of unwholesome and unclean milk in 
bottles on June 17; of 120 quarts in 
three cans which was adulterated 
and in excess of 50 degrees Fahren- 
heit on July 29, and of forty quarts 
of extra hea cream, 5 per cent 
deficient in fat, on Aug. 5. Counsel 
for the company pleaded not guilty 
on the three other charges, but the

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Counsel. If its amendments are 
accepted, a scientific tariff is to 
emerge. There will be no more gen- 
eral tariff revision and logs will be 
rolled no more. In the art of spoof- 
ery Mr. Norris is almost without 
rival. Of the two months of endless 
speeches on those “ administrative 
features” that the House will bash 
he said: 

I think the historian will have to 
say that it has never been excelled 
either in time consumed, in intelli- 
gence displayed or results achieved 
so far as the administrative fea- 
tures of tariff legislation are con- 
cerned. 

As there is to be no more general 
tariff revision after the coalition 
millennium, let’s have some now. So 
Mr. SIMMONS. He voted for the 
Borah resolution, but now the oppo- 
nents of the Hawley-Smoot bill have 
the upper hand. Let us tilt against 
the “horribly unjust’”’ rates of the 
Fordney-McCumber bill. Let us aid 
agriculture by reducing industrial 
rates. If he had carried out his 
thought, he would have said: “ Let’s 
“relieve the farmer by preventing 
“him from getting any relief, by 
“making impossible the passing of 
“a tariff bill.” One would have 
thought that the debenture amend- 
ment, favored only by the Grange 
among the farmers, but irresistibly 
attractive to the coalition because 
offensive to Mr. HOOVER, would have 
been deemed enough to make impos- 
sible agreement between the House 
and the Senate on a tariff measure; 
but the allied enthusiasts are 80 
tickled with the notable success of 
their show—at least up to the mo- 
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MR. HOOVER AT HIS BEST. 


The President has never appeared 
to better advantage than in the ad- 
dresses which he has made this 
week. Doubtless the chief reason is 
that the subjects with which he dealt 
have long engaged his professional 
interest. About them his mind plays 
freely, and when he writes on them 
his style is lucid and effective. 
Speaking at the Edison celebration, 
he turned easily from the immediate 
event, -which he characterized felici- 
tously, to a brief discussion of the 
plece which laboratories and scien- 
tific research have come to play in 
our national life, bound as they are 
to acsume larger importance year by 
vear. Such ideas came naturally and 
rracefully from one who has de- 
voted so much time and energy to 
secking room: and opportunity for 
pure science in American education. 

At Louisville last evening Mr. 
Hoover took up a problem with 
which he has an even more profound 
ecqusintance. Long studies of trans- 
portation by water, together with his 
experience and successful labors in 
connection -with the great Missis- 
sippi flood, have given him unques- 
tionable authority in the whole 
matter of the proper development of 
our internal waterways. One has 
only to read his address at Louisville 
to: perceive his firm grasp of ‘the 
question, which he looks at as a 
whole, together with his mastery of 
the technical details. The President 
looks forward to an entire system of 
inland transportation by river, co- 
ordinated, controlled, extended wher- 
ever a commercial or agricultural 
profit can be demonstrated, not de- 
structively competitive with  rail- 
roads, but supplementary to them, 
constituting a great national asset 
of which we have only begun to 
realize the potentialities. Not be- 
fore since he became our first engi- 
neer President has Mr. HOOVER dis- 
played to his fellow-countrymen so 
full a measure of his special talent 
when applied to a vital concern of 
the nation. 


THE SENATE “SHOW.” 


Etymologically, the Senate is a 
collection of old men. Old men have 
a tendency to second childhood. The 
grave frolic, the child’s play out of 
which the Insurgent-Democratic 
company has had and given so much 
enjoyment, is quite in keeping with 
the ancient-juvenile Senatorial char- 
acter. “Let’s play we want to help 
“the farmer. Let’s play we want to 
“pass a tariff bill.” The unexpected 
element of humor and_ surprise 
comes in doing the exact contrary of 
what is pretended. In June Mr. 
BorAn’s motion to restrict tariff re- 
vision to agricultural schedules was 
lost by a single vote. In late Octo- 
ber Mr. THOMAS’sS motion to a sim- 
ilar effect gets only ten votes, even 
Mr. Boran turning a cold eye upon 
Xis own child. 

The “patter” in the dialogue of 
this performance was peculiarly 
rich. Mr. NORRIS would have voted 
with Mr. THOMAS seven or eight 
weeks ago, but now for two months 
the Senate has talked about the 
administrative details of the bill 
and made far-reaching constructive 
changes. It has altered the flexible 
provisions of the House bill for the 
sake of buffeting Mr. Hoover and 
without expectation that the House 
will accept. the changes. In the 
plenilune of its jocosity it has estab- 
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tioned—that they keep adding to 
it. The stage is crowded, and 
“something doing ” all the time. 

Is the audience as well satisfied 
as the actors? Mr. BLEASE, less of 
an artist than his associates, may 
perhaps be a better judge of the 
opinion of spectators. He petulantly 
cried out: “ What is the use of try- 
“ing to fool the people of this 
“ country?” 

COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 

Critics of the extent to which 
American colleges have commer- 
cialized and overstressed athletics 
will find ample support in the bulle- 
tin, No. 23, just issued by the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching. It is the most 
thorough investigation of the subject 
ever undertaken. The number of col- 
leges surveyed and personally visited 
and the large amount of data in the 
bulletin make it evidence not to be 
ignored. For the alumni and faculty 
of few institutions is there left occa- 
sion to point with pride. 

However, the bulletin observes a 
growing tendency to restore college 
athletics to the amateur plane they 
once occupied. It notes, for example, 
increasing instances of determina- 
tion on the part of college presidents 
and responsible alumni officials to 
put football back where it belongs. 
The facts developed in the bulletin 
should be of great aid in this move. 
Perhaps the reform is too large to be 
attempted by any one university or 
even several. But if the athletic con- 
ferences, which now only make rules, 
will see that they are lived up to, 
remedies may be hastened. 

Blame for present conditions is 
freely assigned by the investigators. 
To the alumni, who offer various 
forms of subsidies to prospective 
athletic stars. To the press, which 
“showers demoralizing publicity on 
the players.” To the faculty, which 
yields to the commercial instinct for 
winning games at the expense of col- 
lege standards. To the conferences, 
which make laws solely for the rec- 
ord. In order to bring matters back 
to the simple basis of amateurism, 
Dr. PRITCHETT, in the preface to the 
bulletin, proposes: 

The paid coach, the gate receipts, 
the special training tables, the 
costly sweaters and expensive jour- 
neys in special Pullman cars, the 
recruiting from the high school, the 
demoralizing publicity showered on 
the players, the devotion of an un- 
due proportion of time to training, 
the devices for putting a desirable 
athlete but a weak scholar across 
the hurdles of the examination— 
these ought to stop. 

It is a large order, as any college 
president can tell Dr. PRITCHETT. 
But, with the bulletin open in hand, 
a beginning can be made. The facts 
unearthed by the Carnegie Founda- 
tion show how necessary it is that 
this be done. One page of the bulle- 
tin alone would be sufficient to per- 
suade the average college man that 
amateur standards have been con- 
siderably impaired. It gives a list— 
all too short—of institutions where 
“no evidence was found that ath- 
“‘letes were subsidized by any group 
“or individual.” Although the au- 
thors of the bulletin rigidly include 
under the head of “ subsidies”” even 
such light preferences for athletes 
as are involved in granting food- 
selling concessions at games, the list 
is one on which every college should 
wish to appear. 

Great portions of the report deal 
with the growth of the professional 
coaching system, and the investi- 
gators are firmly in favor—as is Dr. 
ANGELL of Yale—of restoring leader- 
ship in the course of play to the cap- 
tain and his team. ‘Now players are 
but chessmen, says the bulletin, and 
coaches are higher paid than profes- 
sors. The coach must place winning 
over every other consideration. 
From this comes much of the loss of 
quality which participation in ath- 
letics is presumed to bestow. “The 





paid coach,” an Oxford don is quoted 


as saying, “is et the bottom of all 
“ difficulties in American __ college 
“ athletics.” Many -will agree that 
the coach must bear a good deal of 
the responsibility. But what univer- 
sity will ‘lead the way to a change? 
What college that now maintains a 
separate employment agency for ath- 
letes desirous of working through 
will be the first, after reading the 
report, to merge it with the agency 
for non-athletes? The authors of 
the bulletin are certain that such 
leadership will be successful and will 
soon attract followers. 





VIOLATING THE SOUND RULE. 


One of the eminent lawners who 
have come out in support of the re- 
election of Judge CALLAGHAN of 
Brooklyn wrote in a letter pub- 
lished yesterday of what he called 
“the sound rule.” It is that a judge 
of the Supreme Court who has 
served out one term acceptably 
should be given another without re- 
spect to party politics. Judge CAL- 
LAGHAN was first elected as a Re- 
publican, but many Democrats are 
now offering him aid. Among them 
is Mr. JOHN W. DAvis, who said 
early this month: “The mainte- 
“nance of an efficient, independent 
“and fearless judiciary is of su- 
““preme importance to every citizen. 
“I know of no more certain way to 
“accomplish this result than by re- 
“electing judges who have demon- 
“strated their fitness during their 
“terms of judicial office, without 
“regard to their political affilia- 
“ tions.” 

This is the principle which the 
Democratic organization, under Mr. 
McCooey of Brooklyn, refused to up- 
hold. Various excuses were given, 
but they do not hold water. Judge 
CALLAGHAN’S record on the bench 
stands up as excellent, even after 
the close scrutiny of political oppo- 
nents has searched it for flaws. 
Many may have forgotten the firm 
and effective way in which he pre- 
Sided over the trial of the former 
Secretary of State, Mrs. KNAPP, at 
Albany. For that difficult work he 
was designated by Governor SMITH. 
Though Mrs. KNAPP was of his own 
political party, Judge CALLAGHAN 
withstood every kind of partisan ap- 
peal or pressure and exerted his 
full power to see to it that justice 
was done in that case. All told, it 
is clear that the voters of the Sec- 
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time to keep on the bench of the 
| Supreme Court a judge of well-ap- 
proved integrity and ability. 


BIOLOGY AT WHITE PLAINS. 


Seldom has such a word of power 
been spoken in behalf of any county 
as the tribute to Westchester just 
given by her famous and sole Elder, 
| Younger and In-Between Statesman, 
WILLIAM L. WARD. Others have 
written about the natural beauties of 
Westchester, her fine roads and her 
various salubrities. But no one has 
hitherto pointed out a peculiar virtue 
in the Westchester air which goes 
beyond putting roses into the 
cheeks of kiddies, and lumberjack 
appetites into their office-working 
fathers. It remained for Mr. WARD 
to discover that there is something 
in the air of Westchester which im- 
mediately begins to work upon new 
Democratic residents and after an 
election or two transforms them into 
Republicans. Mr. WARD’S canvass- 
ers have found—and extraordinary 
things canvassers do come across on 
the eve of an election—this meta- 
morphosis actually under way. They 
report any number of immigrant 
Democrats who continue to vote 
Democratic on State and national 
issues and vote Republican on local 
issues. 

Ah, you will say, but is not this 
arrested development in Democratic 
immigrants in Westchester rather 
cminous for the Gubernatorial and 
Congressional elections next year? 
Not at all. By that time the Ward 
canvassers will find that the metabo- 
listic process is 100 per cent com- 
plete, and naturalized Democratic 
aliens have been made safe for Re- 
publicanism in Albany and Washing- 
ton. It is something in the air. It is 
with the civilization and natural ad- 
vantages of Westchester as with the 
glory that was Greece, the rich and 
gracious civilization of early China. 
Even as Greece. subdued her stern 
Roman conquerors, and the Han cul- 
ture tamed the savage Manchu in- 
vader, so the immanent powers of 
New Rochelle and Scarsdale seize 
upon the Democratic settler from 
the Ninth Assembly District, Man- 
hattan, and speedily incorporate him 
into the famous Republican plurality 
which so regularly “comes down to 
the Bronx.”

SHIPS AND SUGAR. 


Displeasing as have been some of 
the methods of the Congressional 
group which has sought to restrict 
the importation of Philippine sugar 
into this country, the latest plan has 
at least the merit of focusing atten- 
tion on a real question too little un- 
derstood. It was proposed in the 
Senate that the coastwise shipping 
laws of the United States be ex- 
tended to the Philippine Islands; so 
as to restrict the right of. foreign 
vessels to ply among them and be- 
tween them and the United States. 
The sponsor of the proposal did not 
hesitate to make it plain that the 
purpose was to ‘it possible so 
to raise the cost of freight rates on 
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United States as to make it virtually 
impossible for Philippine sugar pro- 
ducers to ship to the United States 
at a profit. 

The shipping situation in the 
Philippines has long been compli- 
cated. Section 21 of the United 
States merchant marine act of 1920 
provides for the ultimate extension 
to the islands of the coastwise ship- 
ping regulations, but does not make 
it mandatory. Extension of this 
clause to the Philippines has been 
opposed by Americans and Filipinos 
alike. The reason is that, however 
unsatisfactory~the present shipping 
arrangements within the islands and 
with foreign countries, the scarcity 
of American ships and the high cost 
of operating them are such that if 
the insular trade were to be con- 
fined alone to American bottoms the 
additional cost and inconveniences 
would bring about serious economic 
difficulties. 

Several American lines now ship 
direct to and from the Philippines. 
But so do Canadian, Japanese, 
Dutch and other companies. About 
half the foreign trade of the islands 
is carried in American bottoms. 
They have.to compete with foreign 
lines and fix their rates accordingly. 
If the coastwise shipping provisions 
were applied, competition would 
cease to exist. At the same time, 
useful means of inter-island commu- 
nication would be destroyed, as for- 
eign boats furnish.in numerous in- 
stances the quickest and best means 
of travel. 

The circumstances under which 
the proposal to eliminate these ves- 
sels has been made will not do much 
to strengthen the confidence of the 
Filipinos in the intentions of the 
Senate. As a matter of public pol- 
icy, the War Department, in charge 
of the Philippines, has opposed the 
plan. As in the case of the recent 
move to grant immediate indepen- 
dence, advocates have thought not at 
all of the Filipinos but only of their 
American constituents. Protectors 
of American beet sugar are appar- 
ently determined to stop at nothing 
in their efforts to injure the Philip- 
pine sugar industry. 


THEATRICAL MINORITIES. 
Protection of minorities is a live 
question in Europe, but, to lovers of 
the theatre, protection of majorities 





is of greater importance. Members 
of an audience who are tardy, who 
arrive in noisy parties, who cough 


of a political boss in reaching out | and gossip during the performance, 
for judicial spoils, and at the same are undoubtedly in the minority. 


Despite their comparatively small 
numbers, they are able to spoil a 
scene for all the rest. Miss JANE 
CowL, who has been’ variously 
quoted of late on the subject of 
audience behavior, said in yester- 
day’s TIMES that something should 
be done to protect the majority. She 
believes that the minority is getting 
larger. Other respectable theatre- 
goers—Miss COWL spoke as a spec- 
tator and not as a player—have 
complained of the vociferous minor- 
ity. Some of them have so far for- 
gotten their own normal restraint 
as to suggest violent measures. 
Merely putting the merry-makers 
out would not satisfy them. They 
would like to see them in the stocks 
or in solitary confinement on bread 
and water. Miss CowL is not in a 
temper about the “small groups of 
self-exploiters,” but is plaintively 
hopeful that some one will find a 
way of subduing them. 

Neither she nor any other alert, 
imaginative artist would wish to 
suppress the interested but captious. 
Honest criticism, even if destruc- 
tive, must always be welcomed, at 
least in theory. Mr. STOKOWSKI ex- 
pressed what many leaders in the 
arts must feel in his speech to the 
audience that hissed SCHOENBERG'S 
music Tuesday night. He granted 
the right of the audience to hiss. If 
it is permitted to express its ap- 
proval by applause, it is also enti- 
tled to express disapproval. But 
hissing, like the obvious inattention 
of chatty groups at the play, is dis- 
concerting to the performers. In 
effect, Mr. STOKOWSKI concluded 
that it might be more polite to show 
dislike by leaving. 

Among other factors the talkies 
are blamed for the increase in noisy 
audiences. It is possible to sit in the 
front row at @ sound picture and 
ridicule the hero and heroine with 
no fear of being overheard behind 
the footlights. Applause at the do- 
ings of shadow people has often 
been remarked as a curious phe- 
nomenon. Jt brings no satisfaction 
to the actors, but it does relieve the 
spectators’ feelings. Sprightly com- 
ments on the poor voices or acting 
are equally unknown to the former 
and agreeable to the latter. Some 
theatrical people believe that their 
audiences are growing larger he- 
cause the talkies have given movie 
enthusiasts an appetite for words. 
If this is the case, the recruits may 
be bringing with them some of their 
old cinema habits.

THOMAS HASTINGS. 


The death of Mr.‘ HASTINGS is a 
serious loss to American architec- 
ture. Members of his profession 
have this advantage, that their work 
lives after them: the good is not so 
often “interred with their bones.” 
Those who, in generations to come, 
rest in the gardens of the Ponce de 
Leon at St. Augustine, or pause in 
front of the Public Library in this 
city, or stand, hat in hand, in the 
Arlington Memorial Amphitheatre 
above the Potomac, will be able to 
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and-perhaps catch something of the 
spirit: animating him. It had its 
roots deep. In the days when steel 
wrought its inevitable transforma- 
tion he clung to the classic tradi- 
tion. To him, as to his forebears, the 
plan was the thing. It must be beau- 
tiful in itself; he did most of his im- 
portant designs himself, even down 
to the details of ornamentation. 

If American architecture can hold 
its head high in this twentieth cen- 
tury, it has leaders like Mr. HAST- 
INGS to thank for it. He was one 
of a number of men whose excep- 
tional talents were recognized. in 
other countries. Many of them were 
fortunate in their associates. One 
thinks of the firms which have 
added lustre to the American tradi- 
tion: McCKIM, MEAD and WHITE; 
CRAM, GOODHUE and FERGUSON; 
CARRERE and HASTINGS. “ MCKIM 
“with his massive fine taste, MEAD 
“with his critical ability, WHITE 
“with his flair for decoration ’’—so 
wrote a historian of that firm. The 
same happy equipoise of abilities was 
to be found in the partnership which 
Mr. HASTINGS cntered when he left 
Mr. McK1m’s office. JOHN CARRERE’S 
sound critical judgment and busi- 
ness sense served a useful balance 
for his creative imagination. At a 
time when the outlook for American 
architecture was somewhat dubious 
they helped to define the goal and 
illumine the path. 

Mr. HASTINGS never took kindly 
to the skyscraper. It afforded little 
opportunity for that spaciousness 
which he deemed essential to the 
development of his plan. He was 
acutely aware, too, of the inevitable 
effect of unlimited height on city 
growth. He found no fault with the 
architect who complied with a 
client’s wish, “ but I do find fault,” 
he said not many months ago, “ with 
“a city government so short-sighted 
“as not to see the good sense and 
“economic justice of limiting within 
“reason the height of buildings.” No 
doubt it took courage for an archi- 
tect of his professional standing to 
challenge with so much vigor this 
typical American form. But many 
of his professional brethren feel as 
he did. He once read somewhere a 
prophecy that the office building of 
the future, equipped with artificiai 
sunlight and mechanical ventilation, 
would require no windows at all. 
“ Possibly,” was his comment; “ but 
“who wants to be that sort of mole 
“jn a human world?”

In the splendid roll of the art 
achievements’ of Thomas Hastings 
published this morning should be in- 
cluded works which he conceived and 
designed at his own expense out of 
sheer civic art spirit—works which 
were never carried out.

Metropolitan and the American, now 


occupied by the southern reservoir. | 


He rightly was attracted to this cen- 
tral area in the heart of the toiling 
population of the east and of the 
west as offering an opportunity both 
for repose and for artistic inspira- 
Many offensive plans and proj- 
ects had already been suggested for 
this very space, but Thomas Has- 
tings rightly conceived that the re- 
placement of the old Croton water 
reservoir should be through the in- 
spiration and symbolism of a foun- 
tain group. This he made the cen- 
tral feature of the northern end of 
the reservoir space faced by a south- 
ward extension of a broad lagoon 
flanked with lines of trees and 
paths. This inspiring and beautiful 
design was submifted. to a group of 
citizens, including the writer. Owing 
to the lack of any body of sufficient 
permanence to consider this project, 
this beautiful fountain plan was 
dropped. 

Again, after the peace of 1919, 
Thomas Hastings conceived a second 
flan which included north of the 


fountain design a colonnade peace | 


memorial of majestic proportions. 
This beautiful design, which had 
many merits, although in certain 
features subject to further study and 
modification, met the approval of 
the city authorities, but instead of 
being submitted to a trained body of 
men competent to pass upon its in- 
trinsic merits it came before a public 
hearing in the Aldermanic Chamber 
of the City Hall, and there it was the 
subject of intensely emotional dis- 
cussion on the part cf a large body 
of men and women who neither by 
experience rfor training were compe- 
tent to pass judgment. 

These three great civic art projects 
conceived among many others by 
Thomas Hastings are not mentioned 
int the present sad hour to arouse 
further criticism or discussion, but 
as a tribute to the idealism, the gen- 
erosity and the unselfish devotion to 
the artistic advancement of our city 
and country which distinguished the 
life of one of the greatest 
architects and kindliest of men of 
our times. *

TRACING THE JAZZ AGE. 


One Believes Clamor of Big Cities 

Was Responsible for Its Inception. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am. deeply impressed with the 
thoughts developed by Edith Nichols 
in her letter regarding the effect of 
the city’s roar and din on the ears of 
children. As a musician I, like my 
colleagues, find it a chief task, in 
training the young, to develop the 
sense of pitch. 

I think serious musicians will agree 
that the clamorous noises in New 
York and other big cities are re- 
sponsible for the jazz age. Clearly 
jazz came into being because the deli- 
cate tympanum and the rest of our 
hearing mechanism had become so 
coarsened by the constant assaults of 
noises that our younger generation 
was not abje to appreciate the deli- 
cate, sensitive qualities of good mu- 
sic. The ear, as Edith Nichols points 
out, is the organ to suffer, for the 
reason that the hearing apparatus is 
composed of millions of nerves and 
strings like a tiny, wondrous harp. 
Unless this harp is kept in tune by 
harmonious sounds, our whole ner 
vous system and physical being will 
be thrown into discord, and any phys- 
ical discord means mental and physi- 
cal anguish. 

I gladly join with Miss Nichols in 
offering my mite toward the forma- 
tion of an active and intelligent so- 
ciety for the suppression of unneces- 
sary noises. 

Incidentally, the noise abuses cited 
by Miss Nichols are by no means the 
worst offenders, in my localitf at 
least. There are the pestiferous bur- 
glar alarms, which seem to be con- 
stantly going off accidentally during 
the night hours. I have complained to 
the police station repeatedly and they 
have always acted promptly and tried 
to bring relief by stopping the noise: 
but I am informed that for the most 
part the mechanism of these instru- 
ments is concealed. Therefore, the 
police cannot stay the hideous ring-

An Authority on Political Events 
of Europe During the 
Middle Ages.

LONDON, Oct. 23. — Professor 
Thomas Frederick Tout, authority 
on medieval -history, died here today 
at the age of 74, 


Professor Tout came to the United 
States two years ago to deliver the 
Messenger Lectures at Cornell, his 
subject being ‘‘The Administration 
of Medieval England.” In April, 


1928, he was elected an honorary | EDSAL 


member of Phi Beta Kappa at Cor- 
nell. 

For thirty-five.years, 1890 to 1925, 
Professor Tout occupied the chair of 
history at Manchester University. He 
was formerly chairman of the Man- 
chester University Press Committee 
and of the Manchester High School. 
A dozen positions held at various 
times by Professor Tout attested his 
high standing in the world of schol- 
ars, among them the presidency of 
the Historical Association, presi- 
dency of the International Historical 
Congress at B , 1923; presi- 
dency of the Royal Historical Soci- 
ety, Fellow of the British Academy, 
governor and honorary vernor of 
the John Rylands rary and 
Ford lecturer in English history at 
Oxford. 

Educated at St. Olave’s School in 
Southwark and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, Professor Tout became pro- 
fessor of history at St. David’s Col- 
lege, Lampeter, in 1881, remaining 
for nine years. He is recorded as the 
author or editor of a score of learned 
works, including ‘‘The Empire and 
the Papacy,’’ ‘‘History of England, 
1216-1377,” and ‘France and England, 
Their Relations in the Middle Ages 
and Now.’’ He made many contribu- 
tions to the Dictionary of National 
Biography and the English Histor- 
ical Review. 

In 1895 Professor Tout married 
Mary Johnstone of Stockport. They 
had two sons and a daughter. His 
club was the Athenaeum.

DEFENSE SPEECH WITHHELD 


Former Aide of Accused Man on 
Stand Tells of Failure to 
Make Examinations. 





Evidence that Frank H. Warder, 
former State Superintendent of 
Banks, took money directly from an 
agent of the late Francesco M. Fer- 
rari, president of the defunct City 
Trust Company, was promised yes- 
terday by Hiram C. Todd, Svecial 
Assistant District Attorney, in his 
opening address to the jury before 
which he is prosecuting Warder for 
accepting bribes. 

In his brief address Mr. Todd also 
promised to show that the money 
was paid by Ferrari to prevent the 
examination of his banking affairs 
required by law. 

During the day only one witness 
was examined, George W. Egbert, 
chief bank examiner, who told of be- 
ing instructed by Warder to with- 
hold examinations of the City Trust | 
Company affairs. Defense counsel on | 
cross-examination sought to lay the 
responsibility for any negligence 
upon Warder’s subordinates. 

Mr. Warder sat, suave and well 
groomed, at the counsel table with 
his attorney, Jaines I. Cuff, during 
the opening address. 

Mr. Todd went on to say that the 
indictment charges Warder with ac- 
cepting $10,000 ‘‘in consideration of 
which as Superintendent of Banks 
charged with the duty by law to 
make examinations of a bank, to 
omit such examination in the Fall of 
1928.’’ 





Describes Transfer of Money. 
“The manner in which this bribe 
was taken,’’ Mr. Todd continued, 


“was not the character of transac- 
tion that men do in the middle of 
Broadway in daylight. We will show 
you each step from the withdrawal | 
of the money in the bank by a trust- 
ed lieutenant, its delivery to Fer- 
rari’s sick-bed—he was ill at the time 
~—handed over in the presence of a 
gecond party in an unsealed envelope 
and then carried to the Riverside 
Drive residence of the defendant and 
there handed to this defendant, 
Frank H. Warder, and the defendant 
took it out and counted it in his 
presence.”’ 

Mr. Todd then sketched for the 
benefit of the jury the inter-relations 
between the Harlem Bank of Com- 
merce, the Atlantic State Bank and 
the City Trust Company, the final 
product of the mergers. 

“Ferrari can be described,’ Mr. 
Todd continued, ‘‘as the super-sales- 
man type. vivacious and cordial.

Although cancer is not a contagious 
disease, the riddle of its cause and 
means to its effective cure make it 
part of the general public health 
problem which must be dealt with by 
some governmental agency, Health 
Commissioner Shirley W. Wynne t2id 
radio listeners in his twenty-third 
health talk over Station WEAF yes- 
terday. 

“T look to the Public Health Ser- 
vice of the United States Govern- 
ment,’’ Dr. Wynne said, ‘‘to establis:: 
a well-organized department of can- 
cer research, following the commend- 
able precedent set by certain Euro- 
pean governments. Our Federal Gov. 
ernment should apportion adequate 
funds for such a purpose. There is 
more benefit to be derived by such 
concentration on the problem from a 
government viewpoint than from a 
local handling of it, for the govern- 


ment’s hygienic bureau is in a posi. | 


tion to engage in such research on a 
large scale. 

“The governmént of Sweden took 
the first step forward in the cancsr 
roblem some fifteen years ago when 
t purchased a large amount of ra- 
dium and placed it under the direc- 
tion of men competent to use the pre- 
cious metal and study its effec's. 
Both Norway and Denmark are rap- 


idly following in Sweden‘: footsteps! 


in meeting cancer as a public health 
problem. England is waking up too. 
and is beginning not only to realize 
the necessity of action in this serio:s 
situation, but to take definite action. 
In our own country the State of 
Massachusetts alone, has taken the 
initiative and made cancer a part of 
its public health program.’’ 

Ir. Wynne showed statistically that 
cancer was on the increase in this 
city, and urged early medical exami- 
nation in all cases in which the dis- 
ease was thought to be present.

Mr. Roberts resorted to no theatri- 
cals. Instead, the government coun- 
sel, who needed only an hour and a 
half to sum up, talked to the jury 
in an ordinary conversational tone. 
Doheny Wanted Lease, Fall Money. 

Mr. Fall’s physical condition, Mr. 
Roberts told the jury, was some- 
thing that did not concern them in 
arriving at a decision as to his guilt 
or innocence. The court or the Pres- 
ident is the agency charged with the 
exercise of clemency, where merited, 
not the jury,”’ said Mr. Roberts. 

‘Appeals to your sympathies and 
prejudices have no place in this 
case,’ said Mr. Roberts. ‘‘It is all 
simple. There are-four things of a 
controlling nature for you to remem- 
ber. One is that Doheny wanted the 
lease of the Elk Hills. The second 
is, Fall wanted money. The third is, 
Doheny got the lease, and the fourth 
is, Fall got the money.

_Victim’s Delay in Getting Action 
on Marine Bicycle Invention. 





Two shoemakers who deserted 
their lasts to attempt the inven- 
tion of a marine bicycle admitted

Attorney Aids Capture. 


The prompt capture of the Danna 
brothers. was made possible by the 
courage and quick action of George 
McCauslan, an attorney, who with 
Applebaum and Lawrence C. French 
occupied a suite of offices on the 
ninth floor at the Park Row address. 

Mr. McCauslan, hearing the shots, 
and seeing the prone body of Mr. 
Applebaum with the Dannas bending 
over him and beating him, attacked 
the Dannas first with an electric 
fan and later with an armchair. 

The two brothers were arrested on 
the ninth floor of the building short- 
ly afterward by Patrolman John} 
Ryan after a hard fight in which he | 
was assisted by Joseph Staina, ele- 
vator starter, and Russell C. O’Brien,

The Board of Education voted yes- 
terday afternoon at its semi-monthly 
meeting to give the school system 
five new buildings.

Mr. Applebaum occupied one of the 
three small, partitioned-off offices in 
the suite, the doors of all of which 
open on a general reception room. 

he Dannas were in this reception 
room when the attorney went out to 
meet them. A brief argument ensued. 
It was pointed out that, had the 
Dannas understood Snguen better, 
or had Mr. Applebaum been able to 
explain the true situation to them in 
Italian, the murder might not have 
occurred. 

Although Mr. Applebaum had told 
others in the office that he had been 
having trouble with the Dannas over 
their device, apparently no _ one 
noticed that anything unusual was 
going on until shots were heard. 
Pietro is said to have admitted he 
drew his pistol and fired three times. 
Either of the two shots that took 
etfect in Applebaum’s head was suf- 
ficient to cause death, the examining 
surgeon said. The bullet that pierced 
Mr. Applebaum’s hand was said to 
have been fired after he had died. 
He is believed to have been <iead 
while the Dannas were beating him. 

When he heard the shots, Mr. Mc- 
Causlan rushed into the reception 
room. In his own lan , he ‘‘saw 
red” when he beheld the two men 
pummelling the prostrate body. On 
the partition in front of his office 
was an electric fan. He snatched 
this up and attacked the brothers 
with it, despite the fact that Pietro 
had the pistol in his hand which 
still held five fresh cartridges. He 
admitted later that he had reloaded 
after shooting Applebaum to death. 

Throwing the fan at the brothers, 
Mr. McCauslan picked up an arm- 
chair and attacked them with that.

Stay in Roosevelt Hospital After

Lloyd .W. Seaman, retired stock 
broker, who died Sunday at Roose 
velt Hospital, left more than $5,000,- 
000 to New York -City- charities, it 
was disclosed yesterday when his will 
was filed for probate. Slightly more 
than $1,000,000 is to be divided among 


thirteen relatives and friends, while 
specific charitable bequests total 
$3,250,000. The residuary estate is 
left in trust for charities in the city 
to be selected by the executors, and 
this trust fund, it was estimated yes- 
terday, will certainly exceed $2,000,- 
000, and possibly will exceed $3,000,000. 

Mr. Seaman was a member of an 
old New York family and had lived 
in retirement at -his home in the 
Apthorp Apartments, Broadway and 
Seventy-ninth Street, for two decades. 
Prior to that time he was a member 
of the former New York Stock Ex- 
change house of Chapman & Sea- 
man. His closest surviving relative 
is a sister, Mrs. Ruth Seaman Wood- 
worth of Redlands, Cal. 


Executors Have Free Hand. 
The trust established by Mr. Sea- 
man’s will receives the residue after 
total specific bequests of $4,290,000 


have been paid. Bern Budd, of coun- 
sel for the executors, said yesterday 
that it was impossible to give even a 
rough estimate of the probable 
amount of this residue. 

Other than that the charities select- 
ed shall be in New York. City, the 
executors, who, are former Federal 
Judge Francis A. Winslow of Yonk- 
ers; Joseph D. Godfrey of Green- 
lawn, L. I., who handled Mr. Sea- 
man’s business affairs for many 
years, and the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany, are given a free hand in ad- 
ministering the trust.

Mr Seaman contributed regularly 
during his lifetime to all the insti- 
tutions named in his will, with the 


exception of Roosevelt Hospital, ac- 
cording to Mr. Budd. His first con- 
tact there was in January, 1925, wher 
he was injured in an accident, and 
Mr. Budd said yesterday that he be- 
lieved his experience at that time 
was what persuaded him to make 
bequest.

Heavy Break in Stocks; Second 
Largest Day on Record— 
Money 5 Per Cent. 








The exceedingly violent. decline: in 
which stock market prices were 
swept down yesterday was imme- 
diately the result of the market’s 
failure to. maintain the recovery of 
the day before, following Monday's 
absence of any recovery whatever. It 
was manifest on both occasions, to 
experienced Wall Street watchers, 
that'the markét was not acting as it 
has usually done when causes of spe- 
cial weakness had been eliminated. 
Instead of resuming Tuesday’s early 
advances in the initial trading yes- 
terday, the market came. momen- 
tarily almost to a halt. Aggressive 
‘‘supporting orders’? seemed to have 
been withdrawn; orders to _ sell, 
which had been held back in hope 
of rapid recovery in prices, were still 
overhanging. In the afternoon, these 
selling orders came in a sudden 
deluge on the market. . 

In the rapid: and chaotic decline 
which resulted, with total transac- 
tions exceeding all precedent except 
that of March 26, values were cut 
down with greater rapidity than on 
Monday, and the day’s market ended 
in great confusion. That the vio- 
lence of the break was aggravated by 
heavy professional selling for the fall 
was evident, but the response to such 
pressure showed that a thoroughly 
vulnerable speculative position had 
remained. On this matter it is 
superfluous to moralize. It was the 
plain enough reckoning for the man- 
ner in which the spirit of speculation 
4!has long assumed that, whatever 
might happen in the way of incidental 
reaction and whatever might be the 
state of the underlying credit mar- 
ket, prices for stocks were absolutely 
sure to continue rushing forward into 
previously unimagined heights. 

As might be supposed, Stock Ex- 
change money rates continued rela- 
tively low during this heavy liqui- 
dation. Foreign exchange quite as 
naturally held strong, with sterling 
at the highest in this movement, and 
French exchange unaffected by the 
Briand Ministry’s defeat. Other 
markets than that for stocks were 
weak. Wheat in particular declined 
to the lowest price yet reached in 
that market’s long readjustment 
from the high point of midsummer, 
The December delivery, which rose 
'58 cents a bushel between May 31 
and July 29, has now fallen back 33 
cents. Yesterday’s price was still 11 
-cents higher than at this date last 
year; but the grain market then was 
reflecting the largest world produc- 
tion on the agricultural records.

Eastman, .McManamy and. Taylor 
Dissent—Decision Declares Joint © 
Rates Can Be Made.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The ap- 


plication of the Luckenbach Steam-- 


khip Company that Southeastern 
railroads be forced to abandon al- 
legedly discriminatory class and com- 
modity rates on_ transcontinental 
shipments in competition with freight 
traffic through the Panama Canal, 
was. dismissed today by the Inter- 
state Corsmerce Commission. 

The décision was another milestone 
in th: long struggle bétween rail and 
water carriers over traffic between 
Pacific and Atlantic ports and was 
made by a divided commission, 
Commissioners Eastman, McManamy 
and Taylor dissenting, and Commis- 
sioner Campbell not participating. 

The Luckenbach Company asserted 
that rates between interior points 
and South Atlantic and Gulf ports 
in connection with water shipments 
through the Canal were equal to or 
higher than rates on like traffic over 
the same railroads moving to or from 
the Pacific Coast via all-rail routes. 
These rates, it was alleged, were 
unduly prejudicial to the Lucken- 
bach Company and other steamship 
lines handling such traffic, and un- 
duly preferential to the transcon- 
tinental railroads. 

The action of the commission was 
similar to that taken some months 
ago in dismissing the complaint: of 
the American-Hawalian Steamship 
Company against the Erie Railroad 
in regard to rates in Northeastern 
territory. 

Industrial Groups Intervened. 


The traffic included in the Lucken- 
bach complaint moves through the 
ports of Wilmington, N. C.; Charles- 
ton, 8. C.; Brunswick and Savannah, 
Ga.; Jacksonville and Pensacola, 
Fla.; Mobile, Ala., and New Orleans, 


La. 
In hearings before commission 
examiners, the complainant’s princi- 
pal attack was directed against con- 
ditions existing at New Orleans and 
Mobile. During the hearings numer- 
ous industrial transportation groups 
in Southeastern States intervened on 
behalf of the Luckenbach Company, 
while the transcontinental railroads 
intervened actively on behalf of the 
Southeastern carriers. 

Commissioner Brainerd in the deci- 
sion pointed out that the shipments 
carried part of the way by water 
were subject to a combination of 
the company’s port-to-port rates and 
the rail rates between the ports and 
the interior and not subject to joint 
bills of lading, as are similar ship- 
ments on the all-rail routes. 

The commission also suggested that 
the complainant was free to estab- 
lish joint through rail-and-water 
rates with the Southeastern carriers, 
similar to such rates recently estab- 
lished by the Redwood Line and the 
Illinois Central on rail and water 
a gg: between the Pacific Coast 
and points on the railroad.

Dear Money Chief Cause. 





No Borrowing Done by European 
Governments—Financing for Nine 
Months, $568,500,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Flota- 
tion in the United States of foreign 
financing issues during the third 
quarter of 1929 amounted only to 
$82,000,000, the smallest total for a 
third quarter in six years, the De- 
partment of Commerce announced to- 
day. The next smallest amount for 
the same period was in 1928, when 
|the present money stringency first 


made itself felt. ; 

The nine-month total for 1929 was 

~ cahepeaengs 4 $568,500,000, or about 
per cent of the total for the same 
period in 1928. 

Foreign loans floated here this 
year were reported to be fewer and 
smaller than during any similar 
period in the last five years. High 
money rates in the United States 
were advanced as the main reason. 

The report called attention to the 
complete absence of European gov- 
ernment issues during the third 
quarter, as well as in the second 
quarter. There were six corporate 
issues, two of which were for use in 
European countries by American cor- 
porations. Two British corporations 
obtained additional capital by offer- 
ing their stocks to stockholders, some 
of whom were Americans. 

“New issues being floated in this 
country,’’ the department said, ‘‘are 
domestic instead of foreign. One 
reason is the _ stock speculation. 
Stock issues of financial institutions 
in the United States so far this year 
have increased more than $1,250,000,- 
000 over the 1928 total, while indus- 
trial stock issues have increased 
more than three-quarters-of a billion. 

“Total domestic bond issues have 
decreased over $600,000,000 and total 
domestic stock issues have increased 
over $1,600,000,000 during 1929. This 
has affected foreign financing in the 
United States, because the latter has 
always been predominantly by means 
of bond issues. In 1928 only 14.5 per 
cent of the total foreign corporate 
issues in this country was of pre- 
ferred and common stocks and only 
17.5 per cent during the period 1914- 
1928 inclusive. Foreign companies 
are apparently averse to the use of 
stock issues to secure funds in the 
United States. 

“Therefore, since the speculative 
tendency of the past year or more 
jhas specially favored stocks, and 
;high money rates have restricted 
| bond issues, foreign borrowers. have 
been practically shut out of the Amer- 
} ican money market. 
| ‘The only large foreign govern- 
;ment issues publicly offered in the

WHEAT LOSES 41, CENTS 


Corn Is Firm in Early Trading, but 
Selling Develops Later—Oats 
and Rye Lower.

CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Reflecting to- 
, day’s drastic declines in stocks, val- 
ues in the wheat market toward the 
close dropped 4 to 4% cents to a new 
low for the season on the March de- 
livery and to the lowest figure since 
late in June in the December. 

Many of the local. professionals who 
bought recently on what they regard- 
ed as a good break were forced to 
sell out on the way down, and there 
was heavy selling toward the last by 


commission houses and the pit ele- 
ment. Winnipeg closed 2% to 3 cents 
lower, while Buenos Aires lost 2% to 
2% cents for the day. 

News had co:aparatively little ef- 
fect, and a lowering in estimates on 
world’s import requirements by a 
leading European authority by 48,- 
000,000 bushels had comparativeiy 
little effect. The total needs are 
now placed at 696,000,000 bushels, 
against 880,000,000 bushels last year. 

Export demand during the day was 
ja although some Manitobas were 
sold to the Orient from the Pacific 
Coast, and there’ has been a fair 
flour business put through for ex- 
port by Western. mills. 

Primary arrivals of wheat today 
were 1,344,000 bushels; week ago, 
1,227,000 bushels; last year, 2,910,- 
000 bushels. Shipments were "832,- 
000 bushels; week ago, 1,494,000 bush- 
els; last year, 2,189, bushels. 

Corn was firm in ‘the early trading, 
due to unfavorable weather over the 
belt, but -when wheat started to 
break there was general local selling 
which carried prices off as much as 
3% cents from the early high, and 
the finish was at the bottom, with 
net losses of 214 to 2% cents. 

The spot basis was steady, with 
shipping sales of 1,500,000 bushels. 
Buenos Aires closed ‘weak and 2% to 
2% cents lower. 

Primary arrivals of corn today, 
874,000 bushels; week ago, 962,000 
bushels; last year, 562,000 bushels, 
Shipments, 364,000 bushels; week 
ago, 768,000 bushels; last year, 327,- 
000 ‘bushels. 

Outside trade in oats was light and 
3%, to 1% cents lower, 
while rye lost 15 to 1% cents.

CANADIAN WHEAT PILES UP. 


Market. Lags Because of Lower 
-Australian and Argentine Prices. 


Foreign buyers having declined to 
contract for Canadian wheat be- 
cause their wants can be supplied by 
Australia and Argentina at. lower 
prices, Canadian terminal elevators 
are filled to capacity and country 
warehouses are carrying increasingly 
large stores, according to the Bank 
of Montreal. 

This condition has interrupted the 
regular flow of traffic, because rail 


and water carriers are deprived of 
cargoes. The business of lake and 
ocean ports is impaired and general 
trade adversely affected,” The opinion 
is expressed that sooner or later the 
wheat will go out, but that consid- 
erable time may elapse and that the 
ultimate value.of the crop is hanging 
in the balance. 


WINTER WHEAT JS SEEDED. 


Cotton Picking Interrupted*by Rains 
in Eastern Belt. 


The weekly. weather report issued 
yesterday by the government was as 


follows: 


Picking of cotton was interrupted by 
rains in central and northern districts of 
the eastern half of the belt the latter part 
of the week, and was retarded locally in 
Oklahoma, but otherwise the weather was 
itenerally ‘favorable for field work in the 
cotton_ belt, 

In Texas picking and ginning have been 
completed except in the west and north- 
west and are reported ahead of the sea- 
sonal average in Arkansas. In the north- 
eastern belt there was some complaint of 
damage to the staple by heavy rains, but 
otherwise conditions were most favorabie 
for outstanding open cotton. The week 
closed with some Jocal tight frosts in parts 
of tue western belt. 

In the eastern portion of the belt corn 
husking was interrupted by rain the latter 
part of the week, bul in general the 
weather was favorable. The crop dried 
out rapidly in most sections and husking 
made good advance in northern districts. 

In some interior localities especially in 
Missouri, extreme Southern Iowa and the 
southern half of Illinois considerable late 
corn has been in a precarious position be- 
cause of the possibility of harm from 
frost, but the continued mild open weather 
has permitted maturity of the bulk of it 
and now very little remains susceptible to 
frost_harm. 

In Iowa the crop dried well in the north- 
ern and central counties with husking 
active in the northwest, but with some 
complaint of heating in cribs because of 
high moisture content. Corn is dry enough 
to crib in much of Kansas, but consider- 
able ‘s still too moist in some sections to 
the northward. Better husking returns 
than expected are reported from Nebraska. 

Conditions are now generally good over 
the main Winter wheat area, with seed- 
ing largely completed and condition of the 
crop mostly satisfactory. In the Ohio val- 
Jey there is still some wheat to be seeded 
in part, but the crop is largely in, with 
much up to excellent stands and soil 
meisture now adequate. 

Sowing is completed in Missouri and is 
practically finished in most of the great 
plains. Wheat is being pastured in ‘the 
western two-thirds of Kansas and is stool- 
ing well in Nebraska. In the Southwest 
it continues too dry for germination and 
xrowth in parts of ‘Texas, while the 
drought continues unabated in the eastern 
part of the Pacific Northwest, where seed- 
ing is seriously delayed. There was some 
scattered late threshing In the Northwest 
while gathering grain sorghums advanced.

DRASTIC CUT IN PERSONNEL 





O'texnor Reports a Progressive 
Rnprovement in the Affairs 
of the Corporation.

WASHINGTON, -Oct. 23.—A pro- 
gressive improvement in the affairs 
of the Merchant Fleet Corporation 
‘was revealed today in a report to the 
Shipping Board by T. V. O’Connor, 
president of the corporation. 

The improvement was. brought 
ebout through the sale of ships and 
a program of gradual liquidation 
of the government-owned merchant 
fleet. It has involved, Mr. O’Connor 
said, a substantial reduction in per- 
sonnel and operating expenses which 
have made possible a reduction of 
$4,000,000. in the budget estimates for 
the coming fiscal year, to $6,000,000. 

The personnel of the fleet corpora- 
tion, according to the report, now 
totals 2,088 employes, who receive 
salaries aggregating $3,568,893. Of 
this number, 496 employes, having 
salaries aggregating $1,152,900, are 
at the home office here. 

During the next few months, in 
continuing the retrenchment pro- 
gram, it is proposed to make a mate- 
rial reduction in — to put 
into effect generally the lump sum 
arrangement for the payment of 
managing operators of government 
lines, to submit a definite plan for 
the future maintenance of laid-up 
ships, and to recommend the sale of 
Hog Island, at Philadelphia. 


O’Connor’s Report. 

The report, in part, said: 
“‘Personnel—Our payroll has been 
reduced upward of 20 per cent dur- 
ing the past year, not including the 
sale of the United States lines or the 
P. and I. agency, which, when in- 


cluded, produces a 35 per cent per- 
sonnel reduction for the year. In 
addition there has been a reduction 
in the reserve fleet of $217,711 in 
salaries. 

“Sale of Vessels—Two hundred in- 
dividual vessels were sold during the 

ear, including five established ship 
ines. Delivery of all these vessels 
has been accomplished except the 
Gulf-Brazil-River Plate Line. 

‘“‘Finance—The number ‘of commer- 
cial bank accounts has been reduced 
to 150, and our accounts receivable 
have been reduced to. $36,594,815.59, 
or 189 accounts as of Sept. 30, 1929. 

“Future Plans—It is proposed to 
bring about a material reduction in 
personnel during the next six 
months, especially in the districts 
where the overhead is entirely out of 
proportion with the requirements. 

‘It is proposed to consolidate our 
Bareau of Statistics with another de- 
partment and eliminate. excess per- 
sonnel. 

‘It is proposed to put into effect 
the lump sum agreement satisfac- 
tory to the board on the remaining 
lines which will enable us to reduce 
immediately our supervisory . person- 
nel in the fleet corporation by over 
$1,000,000 and at the same time pro- 
tect the “government’s interest and 
bring about more efficient opération 
by increasing the incentive and re- 
sponsibility of #:e managing agent, 

“It is propcéed to submit to the 
board a definite plan for the future 
maintenance of the laN-up ships 
which it will be necessary for the 

overnment to maintain in line with 
he attitude of the Na and War 
Departments as regards these ships, 
and a plan for sale of other vessels 
for operation and for scrap. It is 
proposed to recommend to the-board 
a@ plan to sell Hog Island. The sale 
of 45 Broadway is now under way. 


SOVIETS PLAN BIG PLANTS. 


To Spend $300,000,000 on Indus- 
trial Centre on the Dnieper. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 23 (®).—Details were 
published today on plans for a huge 
$300,000,000 industrial centre to be 
built by* the Soviet Government on 
the banks of the Dnieper River ad- 
joining a $100,000,000 hydroelectric 
plant, the erection of which is now 
being supervised by Hugh L. Cooper, 
American waterpower. engineer. 

Equipment for factories, mills, 
‘warehouses and railroads in the new 
city, which will be called Bolshoi 
Zaporojie, will be ordered largely in 
the United States and will cost $100,- 
000,000, while the cost of construc- 
tion will total $200,000,000, . 

A large brick factory with an.out- 
put of 20,000,000 bricks a year has 
already been completed,‘and two ad- 
ditional ‘brick factories ‘with a‘ com- 
bined capacity of 60,000,000 bricks 
annually are under way. An im- 
mense lime plant also is nearing com- 
pletion, { 

The plans as announced here call 
for the construction of more than 
100 model workers’ homes to accom- 
modate 20,000 employes. Schools, 
hospitals ‘warehouses, - workers’ 
clubs, railroads and sawmills are ex- 
pected to ‘be finished some time next 





year. 
Light, heat and power for the new 
city is to be supplied by the Dnie- 
rostroi hydroelectric plan one 
mporary power station of which is 
already in operation.

BUILDING MEN CONFER 





Economy and Cooperation Needed 
to Offset Added Labor Cost, 


_ Speakers Declare. 


Methods’ ‘of averting possible ad- 
verse effects on construction opera- 
tions in New York..City from the 
adoption of the five-day week in that 
field. were. discussed by. representa- 


tives of labor, construction and ar- 
chitectural organizations at. the 
luncheon meeting of ‘the New York 
Building Congress yesterday in the 
Hotel Commodore. 

The neeé for close cooperation of 
afl interests concerned in building 
projects and efficient schedules to 
offset the cost of a shorter working 
week were stressed by Raymond 
Hood, president of the Architectural 
League; Arthur C. Tozzer, executive 
vice president of the Turner Con- 
struction Company, and John Hal- 
kett, head of the New York Building 
Trades Council. 

“The gains necessary to_ carry 
through the five-day week will come 
in large’ measure from simplification 
of methods through closer coopera- 
tion of client, contractor and archi- 
tect in their closely related tasks,’’ 
Mr. Hood said. ‘‘More efficient de- 
signing. already has helped to raise 
the return on building investments, 
but unity of purpose and the conse- 
quent avoidance of costly delays is 
going to bring buildings better, 
chéaper and quicker than these we 
are erecting today.” 

The five-day week means approxi- 
mately 10 per cent increase in time 
and wages, according to Mr. Toz- 
zert, who also favored the use of 
new and perhaps cheaper equipment 
and materials, such as quick-setting 
cement, to help to make up this dif- 
ference. 


ASKS $2,000,000 DAMAGES.

Sees Many Great Business Changes

Cen- 
tralized buying and selling and syn- 
dicate selling are threatenine to ob- 
literate the jobber. If the retailer 
will adopt syndicate methods and re- 
fuse to be stampeded, there is a 
place for him always, the speaker 
said. ‘‘Too many today are doing 75 
per cent of their business on 40 per 
cent of their stock.

Governor Roosevelt Plans Removal 
of Randall’s Island Home.

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 23.—News 
that the New York City Sinking 
Fund Commission has authorized the 
transfer to the State of city property 
at Warwick, Orange County, was 
most pleasing to Governor Roose- 
velt, he announced tonight. He re- 
ceived a telegram from Charles H. 
Johnson, director of the Department 
of Social Welfare, relative to the ac 
tion of the authorities. 

The acquisition of this property 
by the State will mean that the old 
House of Refuge on Randall’s Island 
can be used by the city, and a new 
institution for juvenile delinquents 
established at Warwick. 

Commenting on the matter the 
Governor. said: ‘‘The State can now 
proceed, as soon as appropriations 
are made by the Legislature, to build 
the new institution for State juvenile 
eS to take the place of the 
old House of Refuge on Randall’s 
Island. 

‘‘When this new institution is built 
it will not only be the most modern 
of its kind but will release Randall’s 
Island to the city of New York for 
city purposes. I hope that this ac- 
tion is the precursor of similar action 
by which the State will in the next 
few years build a wholly new institu- 
tion for the insane to replace the 
present hospital on Ward’s Island.”’

The plane 
submitted by Heraclio Alfaro was 
announced withdrawn yesterday 
after preliminary trials, while the 
entry of the Brunner-Winkle Air- 
craft Corporation, recently tested, 
was announced to have failed to ful- 
fill the necessay qualifications. 

The Handley Page entry is now 
undergeing actual flight tests in com- 
petition. The plane of the Gates 
Aircraft Company arrived yesterdav 
at the testing ground and the Curtiss 
entry is now undergoing test flights 
at Roosevelt field prior to its delivery 
to the judges of the contest for finai 
competition. Eight other competing 
planes have been test flown at their 
home factory fields and if the re- 
sults were catisfactory they will be 
sent to Mitchel Field before the tim? 
limit expires. Six other planes con- 
structed for the competition are re- 
ported to be completed. 

Because of the large number of en- 
tries e2ch contestant was required 
to satisfy himself that his plane was 
qualified to pass the tests. 

The following entrants were an- 
nounced officially to have withdrawn 
their planes from the competition: 
The De Havilland Aircraft Company, 
Ltd.; Vickers, Ltd.; Societa Italiana, 
Erneste Breda, Worth Aircraft Cor- 
poration, Charles Ward Hall, Inc.;

REGRETS GIVING LIFE TERM. 


Court Promises Aid td. /Gwynne, 
Forger, to Get Lemjency.

testified that for years he had forced 
her to pass bad checks. She received 
a suspended sentence for having par- 
ticipated in the transaction. Gwynne 
previously was sentenced on similar | 
charges in 1907, 1909, 1911 and 1922. 


DENIES ATTACKING EATON. 


Ronald Bateman Pleads Not Guilty 
at Beginning of London Trial. 


LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP).—Donaid 
Bateman, charged with an attempt 
to murder Philip Eaton, an. Amer- 
ican school teacher, on Aug. 12, 
pleaded not guilty on his appearance 
for trial todav in the Old Bailey. 
James Moore, who is accused of re- 
ceiving clothes belonging to Eaton, 
also pleaded not guilty. 

The prosecution detailed the evenis 
of the night of Aug. 12 when Eaton, 
who is a school master in Southboro, 
Mass., and was traveling in Eng- 
land, was found seriously injured in 
his Mayfair flat. 

Eaton, giving evidence, said that 
in moments of consciousness he saw 
aman going through his trunk and 
getting some clothes. He was un- 
able to identify him_in court as the 
man who attacked him. 

Cross-examined by Bateman’s at- 
torney, Eaton said he had no partic- 
ular reason for leaving the flat cn 
the night of Aug. 12. He thought 
that Bateman spoke to him first on 
the street, and that later three- 
quarters of a bottle of whisky was 
consumed in his flat. He denied the 
attorney's suggestion that he was 
struck in the face after insulting 
Bateman.

' WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—An agree- 
ment between the Munson-McCormick

To ports other than Mazatlan the 
through rate is to be the combination 
of the direct Mazatlan rate plus an 
arbitrary to the on-carrying line, 
Munson-McCormick’s proportion of 
the through rate to be the direct 
Mazatlan rate. Cost of transship- 
ment on all cargo is to be assumed 
in equal proportions by the carriers. 

On traffic to ports other than 
Mazatlan the Munson-McCormick 
Line’s proportion is double its pro- 
portion of shipments to Mazatlan.

GETS DATA IN ITALY 
ON SHIP LINES’ SUIT 


Federal Attorney Back After 
Taking Testimony on Medical 
Examination of Emigrants. 


Assistant United States Attorney 
Walter H. Schulman, who went to 
Italy to take testimony in the test 
suits of two steamship companies to 
recover fines imposed for bringing 
into this country undesirable aliens, 
returned on Monday and yesterday 
reported that his work abroad had 
been completed. The pending suits 
involve about $22,000. If they are 
successful other steamship 
panies, it was said. would file simi- 
lar claims for more than $200, 

The plaintiffs are the Lloyd Sa- 
baudo Steamship Com ye od and the 
Navigazione Generale jana. 

Mr. Schulman explained that the 
fines were imposed by the Secretary 
of Labor for bringing immigrants 
here who were certified by the 
United States Public Health Service 
at Ellis Island to be afflicted with 
contagious diseases and with disabili- 
ties which could have been dis- 
covered at the ports of embarkation 
by competent medical examination. 

“In taking tor in Genoa, 
Rome and Naples,’”’ Schulman 
said, ‘‘the object of the steamship 
companies was to establish that their 
own doctors, as well as Italian Gov- 
ernment surgeons in the Italian 
Emigration Service, had taken all 
reasonable precautions through men- 
tal and physical examinations.’ 

Mr. Schulman said that..his cross- 
examination of the companies’ wit- 
nesses was intended to ascertain the 
precise methods employed by the 
examining doctors in Italy. In about 
one month 500 pages of testimony 
was taken. Delbert M, Tibbetts of 
this city examined the witnesses on 
behalf of the steamship companies. 
The trial of the two pending suits is 
expected to begin in about. six 
months.

President Newlin Denounces 
Blow to Public Rights in “‘Un- 
lawful Enforcement of Law.” 








BACKS HOOVER’S PROGRAM 


Jury System Termed a “Sorry Ex- 
hibition” —Dr. Simons of Germany 
‘Speaks at Memphis Convention.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 23.—A 
pledge to protect the public against 
unlawful enforcement of the law, to 
restore constitutional rights of the 
people and to wipe out ‘‘a serious 
blot upon the administration of jus- 
tice’’ was delivered today in the 
name of the American Bar Associa- 
tion by its president, Gurney E. New- 
lin of Los Angeles, in an address be- 
fore the convention here. 

The association stands ready to 
support President Hoover in grap- 
pling with ‘‘the alarming disobedi- 
ence to law, the abuses in law en- 
forcement and the growth of organ- 
ized crime which has spread in every 


field of evildoing and in every part 
of our country,’’ Mr. Newlin said. 

Mr. Newlin spoke on the subject, 
“Conservation of the Traditions of 
the Legal Profession.”’ 

Another speaker today was Dr. 
Walter C. Simons, former president 
of Germany, former Premier of 
Prussia and former Chief Justice of 
the German Supreme Court, who de- 
scribed how the judiciary proved a 
Dulwark during the upheavals there 
afiter.the war. Dr. Simons, who re- 
ceived his invitation to speak before 
the ‘convention at a time he was 
confined -in a sanitarium, came here 
despite his doctor’s orders. 


Defines Strength of the Law. 
“The strength of the law depends 


, ultimately upon the confidence it en- 


joys among the mass of the peopie,”’ 
Mr. Newlin said. ‘‘This strength can 


be maintained only when the persons 
who have the responsibility of its ad- 
ninistration have the intellectual and 
mental training that will enable them 
intelligently to appreciate its princi- 
ples, understand their application and 
to adjust it to new and varying con- 
ditions.’’ 

Touching thus upon one of the out- 
Lcanding.issues before the bar, Mr. 
Newlin added that to raise the eth- 
ical standard of the bar and quailifi- 
cations for admission, and ‘‘to some- 
how simplify and lessen our tasks by 
more uniform laws and effective pro- 
cedure,’’ were the principles in com- 
rg of the members of the associa- 
ion. 

The modern jury trial was termed 
“a sorry exhibition of what is su 
posed to be the best practical mode 
of justice yet devis by man—the 
notably fallible and unscientific fac- 
tor of our jurisprudeénce.’’ 


In Compulsory Jury Service. 

A forward step of the American 
Bar Association was “‘its attention 
to the conservation of our natural 
tesources,’’ Mr. Newlin said. He 
deplored, however, that a militant 
ears to obtain 
rule-making power r the United 
States Supreme Court, that practice 


and procedure might be facilitated 
nA simplified, had been unsuccess- 


Advocating compulsory jury ser- 
vice, the speaker insisted that there 
should be no statutory exemptions. 

Referring to the President’s com- 
mission for the study of law enforce- 
ment, Mr. Newlin said: 

‘“‘We would: be false to our tradi- 
tions and faithless to our trust did 
we not, as an association, pledge our 
support in carrying out the program 
of President Hoover. 

‘“‘There is, however, a phase of

Prohibition Issue to Wait. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 23 ().— 
Prohibition, placed on the front door 
step of the American Bar Associa- 
tion by the wet wing of the organiza- 
tion, probably will remain there for 
another year, at least, under care of 
the Voluntary Committee of Law- 
yers,. Inc. 

Leaders of the committee said to- 
day the association was not yet 
ready to vote on repeal of the 


Eighteenth Amendment and the anti- 
Volstead organization, which led suc- 
cessful fights before the bars of 
New York City, Boston and Phila- 
delphia, will do missionary work in 
the South and West before making 
a concerted campaign in the general 
association. 

The committee established head- 
quarters here and its members were 
getting expressions from the lawyers 
of the general association. Cards 
signifying disapproval of the amend- 
ment were being signed by members 
of the bar in large numbers, it was 
stated, and, while prohibition is not 
on the records of the general asso- 
ciation, it is on the tongue of a ma- 
jority of the members. 

Dr. Walter Simon in his address 
today explained how the German 
courts were able to suffer the travail 
of revolution and survive because the 
Teutons—strangely enough—adopted 
a .Gallic Constitution and followed 
the principles of government advo- 
cated by Montesquieu. 

The judiciary found itself without 
authority when the empire crum- 
bled, he said, but the high courts 
saved the nation and the new gov- 
ernment by cutting procedure with 
one militant stroke and holding that 
the de facto government had power 
to make laws binding the adminis- 
tration and the judiciary.

TAMPA, Fia., Oct. 23 (#).—Miss 
Leah Burwell, the government’s 
chief witness against the former 
Governor Sidney J. Catts of Florida, 
accused of aiding and abetting an 
| alleged counterfeiting ring, re- 


: counted from the stand today her 
efforts to prevent her former em- 
ployer, Julian Diaz, from organizing 
the ring, and to protect Catts from 
implication after she was arrested in 
an effort to pass some of the money. 
The witness is a co-defendant in 
the case, but Catts’s trial is separate. 
She identified a statement given to 
secret service operatives, and said 
that, while it implicated Diaz, it did 
not mention atts because she 
wished to protect him. Later, she 
said, she threatened to name him, 
unless he furnished bond to free her 
from jail. Severc! days later, she 
testified; she told officers of Catts’s 
alleged association with the ring. 
Her threat to implicate Catts, Miss 
Burwell said, was made after she 
learned Diaz had told officers she 
was responsible for the counterfeit- 
ing and he knew nothing of it.

Lawyers Write Wickersham, 
Contending Amendment Was 
Not Properly Ratified. 





CITE CONSTITUTIONAL LAW 





Say That Change Could .Only Be 
Made--Valid -by Conventions ~ 
Held. in Every ‘State.

The Eighteenth Amendment. is not 
legally _a* part°“of the Constitution 
and shojild again be submitted. to 
the United States Supreme “Court, 
it was argued in a letter to George 
W. Wickersham; chairman ‘of Pres- 
ident Hoover’s .Committee .on-.Law 
Enforcement, made public yesterday 
by John S. Wise Jr. of 27 Cedar 
Street, and Charles Hall Davis of 
Petersburg, Va.,'the writers. 

Both men are lawyers. They said 
in their-letter that’Mr. Davis ‘is ‘a 
Democrat and Mr. Wise a Reput- 
lican. - 4 

“The Eighteenth Amendment is 
not legally a part of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and ‘is not 
binding on the American peopl+,’’ 
they wrote. ‘It was not proposed 
by a vote of two-thirds of the’ entire 
membership of each house of Con- 
gress, It-was not ratified ‘by :con- 
ventions in three-fourths of ihe 
States.”’ 

They went on to quote from the 
Constitution to show that two-thirds 
of a quorum was not in the minds 
of its framers when they put down 
‘‘two-thirds of both houses’’ "and con- 
tended that for an amendment such 
as the Eighteenth ‘the Constitution 
requires ratification by conventions 
and not by the State Legislatures. 

They held that the prohibition 
amendment violates the Ninth 
Amendment, reading, ‘‘The enumera- 
tion in the Constitution of certain 
rights shall not be construed to deny 
or disparage others retained by the 
people.”” They asserted that it in- 
vades the rights reserved in the Con- 
stitution for both the State and the 
individual. 

The letter then continued: 

“It [the amendment] should either 
be declared void by the Supreme 





Court, or else be formally repealed 
‘80 as to remove it and the enforce-, 
ment acts from the statute , books. 
If the Supreme Court, in some proper 
case that should be brought before 
it, should reverse its formed deci- 
sions and declare the amendment un- 
constitutional, that. would solve the 
ose erriee er gre should 
pro repeal and le e people 
Seciée the question. 

“While the prohibition amendment 
could never be made a part of the 
Constitution through ratification by 
the State Legislatures, yet it seems 
that those Legislatures could undo 
their own action and that they could 
revoke an unauthorized act which 
they alone ratified.’’
